Only Japanese Army Can Restore

Grand Opera Baritone Since 
1899, Retired—Buried 
in Naples.

NAPLES, Feb. 28.—Antonio 
Scotti, noted operatic baritone, 
died Wednesday in straitened cir- 
cumstances, it was learned today 
when he was buried with services 
attended by only four mourners. 
He was 70 years old. Although he 
did not retire from the stage un- 
til three years ago, he had been ill 
for ten years. Death was due to 


arterio-sclerosis. 
At the last he was living on the 
charity of the Music Lovers’ 


Foundation, Inc., of New York. 

The only mention of his death ap- 
peared as an obituary notice insert- 
ed by friends in the newspaper Mat- 
tino of Naples. The paid notice 
stated that Scotti “in his glorious 
lyrical career held high the pres- 
tige of Italian art on the stages of 
the world.” 

Scotti was without a family and 
he leaves only distant relatives here. 

Some years ago he bought a small 
mausoleum in Naples Cemetery, and 
it was there that he was interred. 

Scotti had appeared in leading 
roles with the Metropolitan since 
1899. No other singer ever appeared 
so constantly in leading roles for so 
long a period. He learned of his 
vocal powers while studying for the 
priesthood in Naples and changed 
his plans for a career with the 
church to begin studies with Mme. 
Trifari Pagannini. 

An unheralded debut in. Malta in 
1889, in which he sang Amonasro in 
“Aida” was so successful that he 
immediately appeared in Milan. For 
the next seven years he sang in 
South America. He was guest artist 
afterward in Madrid, Petrograd, 
Warsaw and Odessa. 

Scotti’s debut as Don Giovanni in 
Covent Garden, London, in 1889, 
took the operatic world by storm. 
He was at once engaged for the 
Metropolitan. 

It was Scotti who Induced Caruso 
to take an engagement at Covent 
Garden, which led to Caruso’s New 
York appearance.. For years Scotti 
and Caruso lived together in New 
York, and during Caruso’s illness 
Scotti was constantly at his bed- 
side. 

A ceremony was held on the stage 
of the Metropolitan Opera House in 
1924 after Scotti’s appearance in 
“la Tosca,” commemorating his 
twenty-fifth consecutive season 
with the company. The house arose 
and pelted him with roses for 12 
minutes.

TOKIO, Feb. 28.—Tense Japan, 
facing prospective military or Fas- 
cist government, waited this morn- 
ing for the thousand army insur- 
gents to carry out an agreement to 
return to their barracks. 


Four elder statesmen were assas- 
sinated Wednesday morning by the 
insurgent group, in which the high- 
est officer is a captain. 


Only the army can bring peace. 
There is no civilian authority capa- 
ble of restoring order. 

While the Government is nomi- 
nally headed by Home Minister 
Fumio Goto, carrying on as acting 
Premier at Emperor Hirohito’s re- 
quest, the imperial Princes and high 
army officials stand before’ the 
surviving members of the Cabinet 
in conferences with the Emperor. 
While the insurgents had agreed 
to return to their barracks by 8 
a. m, today, a trip through the af- 
fected area at 7:15 a. m. revealed 
no movement. 

A cordon of Government troops 
which had surrounded the area 
since late Wednesday had been 
withdrawn on that side through 
which the insurgents would have 
proceeded to their barracks a mile 
away from their headquarters in 
the official residence of the Prime 
Minister. 


Where Okada Met Death. 


It was in the garden of this resi- 
dence that Premier Keisuke Okada 
met his death in the snow Wednes-’ 
day morning. Called out by the in- 
surgents, he tried to flee across the 
garden. He was shot down and his 
assassins drew a single mat over 
his body. Fresh snow covered it. 

All day and all night long Okada’s 
body, almost concealed by its white 
mantle, lay in the snow. His sis- 
ter, his son-in-law, and his secre- 
taries sought to obtain the body but 
were turned back by the bayonets 
of the insurgents. 

Late yesterday two secretaries 
were permitted to take the body 
away. It was palced in a coffin at 
ceremonies not attended by any- 
one of prominence, following the 
Buddhist rite, and taken to Okada’s 
humble home in Yodobashi, there 
to await funeral services. 


Head Officer Draws Sword. 


The death of Minister of Finance 
Korekiyo Takahashi, was equally 
dramatic. The insurgents en- 
tered his bedroom and ot e 
opened fire with a pistol. Al- 
though hit three times, the Min- 
ister still stood. 

“What are you trying to do?” he 
demanded of the intruders. 

The question, witnesses said, 
seemed to infuriate the officer at 
the head of the assassins. He drew 
his sword and slashed at Taka- 
hashi, nearly severing the elder 
stateman’s right arm. Takahashi 
died within a few hours. 

The wife of Admiral Viscount Ma- 
koto Saito, Lord Keeper of the 


Privy Seal, was with her husband 
at their residence not far from the 
Imperial palace when a party of 
about 20 rebels, armed with ma- 
chine guns, broke in. She tried to 
move between the assassins and her 
husband, and even placed her hand 
over the muzzle of one of the ma- 
chine guns being used to kill him. 
Her hand was wounded. Ameri- 
can Ambassador Joseph Grew, who 
had entertained her and the Vis- 
count at dinner only a few hours 
previously, called upon her late yes- 
terday and expressed sympathy. 


Other Places Seized. 


In addition to taking over the 
premier’s residence, the insurgents 
confiscated the Peers’ Club, the 
Koraku restaurant, and he Sanno 
Hotel. Several American’ tour- 
ists staying at the hotel were 
politely but forcibly informed they 
would have to get out. 

During the night the martial law 
administration removed many 
troops, so this morning for the first 
time in two days it was possible to 
drive through the center of the 
city, including the government 
buildings held by the insurgents. 

Government troops still were 
maintained, however, on all streets, 
keeping their regular posts and pa- 
trols. Many of the principal streets 
and the grounds of the imperial 
palace remained closed to the pub- 
lic, guards with fixed bayonets 
standing watchfully behind barbed- 
wire entanglements. 

The approximately 1000 insur- 
gents are said to belong to the first 
and third infantry regiments of-the 
first division, generally known as 
the Tokio division.

GOLD HOLDINGS 
PARTLY TRANSITORY 


Large Portion Due, Not to 
Trade Balances, but Un- 
settled Conditions in Oth- 
er Countries.

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—The Federal 
Advisory Council made public to- 
day recommendation that. the 
Federal Reserve Board increase 
reserve requirements of member 
banks. 

The announcement was made bby 
Dr. Walter Lichtenstein, secretary 


of the council in Chicago, with the 
notation that it was “by agree- 
ment of board of governors of the 
Federal Reserve System and the 
Federal Advisory Council.” 

On Feb. 12 the council sent a 
letter to the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem covering the reserve require- 
ment recommendation, kept secret 
until today. 

Warning against “a credit struc- 
ture being built on that part of the 
gold holdings which may be deemed 
to be transitory or temporary,” the 
communication said: 

“Of the slightly less than $6,- 
000,000,000 of reserves, approximate- 
ly $3,000,000,000 of which are re- 
quired, no less than $2,400,000,000 
were created by purchases of Gov- 
ernment securities in the open mar- 
ket by the issuance of reserve bank 

gosimaruneat 

“A very large percentage of the 
remainder of the reserve struct- 
ure is the result of gold imports 
which have come into the country 
in the last two years, not as the 
result of a settlement of trade bal- 
ances, but largely for protection 
against unsettled conditions in 
other counrties, and partly for 
speculative purposes. The gold 
holdings thus acquired may . be 
largely transitory and temporary.” 

Advises Prevention Action. 

After mentioning the “transitory 
and temporary” gold holdings, the 
letter said: 

“The council is of the opinion 
that it would be unwise and un- 
sound to permit a credit structure 
to be built on the base of reserves 
so created. 

“The council is so deeply im- 
pressed with the necessity for 
prompt preventive action in order 
to avoid the possibility of the 
building of a credit structure on 
the reserves as at present consti- 
tuted, that it recommends to the 
board at this time a substantial in- 
crease in the reserve requirements 
for member banks. 

“This increase should be at least 
large enough to prevent a credi-: 
structure being built on that part 
of the gold holdings which may be 
deemed to be transitory or tem- 
porary.” 

The letter also said: “The coun- 
cil is still strongly of the opinion 
expressed in* a recommendation 
made to the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve system on 
Nov. 21, 1935, that there is no need 
at this time to put into force reg- 
ulations affecting collateral loans 
made by banks.” 


20 SYRIAN DEMONSTRATORS 
SHOT BY DAMASCUS POLICE 


Students Retreat to Top of Minarat 
and Pepper Guards With 
Slingshot Missiles.

DAMASCUS, Syria, Feb. 28.— 
Twenty students were wounded yes- 
terday, when police fired on a 
group which attempted a demon- 
stration, after leaving Ommayed 
Mosque. 

The students retreated to the 
Mosque after the guards had fired 
into the crowd, and peppered the 
police wit}. slingshot missiles from 
the top of a minaret. 

Count Damien de Martel, French 
Commissioner of Syria, plans to 
leave soon for Paris to participate 
in a conference of Colonial Minis- 
ters. 


AGRARIANS SEIZE RANCHES 


Mexican “Communists” Reported 
Defying Authorities. 

MEXICO, D. F., Feb. 28.—Dis- 
patches from Morelia, State of 
Michoacan, report that “Communis- 
tic” agrarians seized several 
ranches in the municipality of Villa 
Escalante and are holding them in 
spite of efforts of State authorities 
to oust them. 

Several hundred peasants and 
families lost their livelihood and 
are living in misery as a result -f 
being forced from the ranches, the

SHERIFF DEUSER 
PUSTS $1000 BOND 
ON INDICTMENTS 


Charged With Fraud in 
Jail Food Account—Gro- 
cery Salesman Accused of 
Conspiring With Him. 


A. F. WENGLER NAMED 
IN SECOND TRUE BILL 


Former Chief Deputy Al- 
leged to Have Embezzled 
$10,812 From County 
Collector’s Office. 


Sheriff Philip G. Deuser of St. 
Louis County gave bonds of $500 
in Circuit Court at Clayton today 
on each of two indictments charg- 
ing him with fraud in office and 


with conspiracy to defraud in the 
handling of his official accounts 
for the feeding of prisoners in the 
county jail. 

Both offenses charged are mis- 
demeanors. The indictments were 
returned in Circuit Judge Julius 
Nolte’s Court yesterday afternoon 
by a special grand jury instructed 
to investigate official acts of all 
county officers having charge of 
public funds. 

With the filing of bond by the 
Sheriff, it became known that his 
co-defendant in the conspiracy case 
was Harry J. Hoch, superintendent 
of the “I. G. A.” division of G. H. 
Wetterau & Sons Grocer Co. Hoch, 
who resides at 4242A Louisiana ave- 
nue, also furnished $500 bond. 

Allen F. Wengler, former Chief 
Deputy Collector of the county, who 
was indicted on a charge of em- 
bezzling $10,812.38 from the Collec- 
tor’s office, surrendered at the 
Sheriff's offic’ last evening. He 
refused to comment. His bond for 
$3000, return*é in Circuit Court 
May 4, was signed by Charles and 
Marie Vanecek, 153 North Mera- 
mec avenue, Clayton. Wengler is 65 
years old and resides at 154 North 
Meramec. 

Charges in Indictment. 

In the conspiracy indictment the 
grand jury charged that late last 
winter, when the County Court had 
demanded the Sheriff's records for 
purchase of food for county jail 
prisoners, the Sheriff and Hoch 
“agreed and conspired, combined 
and confederated to present to the 
County Court false records.” 

Their intent, the indictment con- 
tinued, was “to cheat and defraud 
the county by informing the Coun- 
ty Court that the said costs (of 
feeding prisoners) were higher than 
they were in truth and in fact.” 

In pursuance of the conspiracy, 
it was charged, Hoch drew up 11 
invoices from the Wetterau com- 
pany purporting to show purchases 
of foodstuffs from the company 
during July and November totaling 
$2155.23. These, it was charged, 
were known by both Deuser and 
Hoch to be false, and the actual 
purchases from the grocery com- 
pany amounted to only $62.21. The 
allegedly false invoices, it was 
stated, were presented to County 
Auditor E. O. Harper. 

Fraud Count Against Deuser. 

In the indictment charging fraud, 
against Sheriff Deuser only, it was 
alleged the Sheriff presented the 
same bills to the County Auditor, 
knowing them to be false, “with 
intent to cheat and defraud by 
having allowed to him fees in ex- 
cess of costs.” 

Witnesses whose names were in- 
dorsed on both indictments were 
Thomas C, Wetterau, vice-president 
of the grocery company; William 
O. Buhrman, Presiding Judge 
Thomas C. Thatcher of the Coun- 
ty Court; Auditor Harper and Ray 
Schuessler, member of the firm 
which audited the Sheriff's books. 

Deuser, who was in Jefferson City 
yesterday afternoon when the in- 
dictments were returned in court, 
arrived at his office at 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. A half hour later, 
Coroner Luke B. Tiernon, to whom 
the capiases had been given, served 
the warrant on the Sheriff. 

Accompanied by his attorney, 
former State Senator 4. E. L. 
Gardner, and the Vaneceks, who 
had signed Wengler’s bond, the 
Sheriff went at once to the court 
of Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus, 
where the fraud indictment had 
been assigned for trial. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
John Wolfe assented to the Court’s 
suggestion for $500 bond and the 
Vaneceks, well known in Clayton 
where Vanecek operates a filling 
station, were accepted as surety 
without examination as to their 


qualifications. 
Fraud Trial March 9. 
Under routine procedure the 


bond would be returnable on May 
4, opening of the May term, but 
Attorney Gardner asked an imme- 
diate return and said his client 
wanted to be tried as quickly as 
possible. The case was then set 
down for trial March 9, and the

The union de- 
mands a return to working condi- 
tions and hours that prevailed un- 
der the NRA _ code, and higher 
wages. Union officials estimated 
4500 out of 7000 of the garment 
workers in the area remained away 
from the factories yesterday. 


WOMAN MISSING IN ALASKA 
ON 1000-MILE DOG TEAM TRIP 


Miss Mary Joyce Should Have 
Reached Tanana Landing Six 
Days Ago.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Feb. 28.— 
Miss Mary Joyce, who set out to 
drive a dog team 1000 miles from 
Taku to Fairbanks, “just for the 
experience,” has not been heard 
from since she left Burwash Land- 
ing Feb. 9 with five dogs and an 
Indian guide. She should have 
reached Tanana Crossing, her next 
stop, six days ago. 

Her friends have asked Joe Cros- 
son, flyer, to look for her. His 
route on a flight from Loon Lake, 
Wash., to Alaska, lies over the 300- 
mile distance between Burwash 
Landing and Tanana Crossing. 

The temperature when Miss Joyce 
left Burwash Landing was 43 de- 
grees below zero. There are only 
a few Indian huts in the region.

0.0. ORDERS GUT 
IN BASIC RAIL 
NGER FARES 


Reduction From 3.6 to 2 
Cents a Mile and in Pull- 
man Rates From Average 
of 4 to 3 Cents. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — In a 
five to four decision, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today or- 
dered a reduction in basic rail pas- 
senger fares from 3.6 to 2 cents a 
mile. 

The Commission also ordered a 
reduction in Pullman rates to 3 
cents a mile. These rates now aver- 
age 4 cents. 

By fixing the Pullman rate at 3 
cents, the commission changed the 
basis for the charge and eliminated 
the present Pullman surcharge. 
The effect of the order is to place 
Pullman fares on a flat 3-cent basis 


instead of on the former basis of 
surcharges, which made Pullman 
fares average 4 cents per mile. 

Under the order, the new fares 
will be effective June 2, 

The order revised the passenger 
fare structure throughout the coun- 
try, but because Western and 
Southern roads already have in- 
stituted low experimental fares its 
chief effect will fall on the Eastern 
roads, 

With the exception of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, Eastern’ carriers 
had vigorously opposed any reduc- 
tion, contending a cut would seri- 
ously impair their revenue. 

Commissioners’ Views. 

The commission’s majority opin- 
ion, written by Claude R, Porter, 
on whose motion the general fare 
investigation was initiated, dealt at 
length with the revenue situation 
confronting the Eastern carriers, 
and expressed the opinion that they 
would be benefited rather than in- 
jured by a downward revision of 
fares. 

The present experimental fares 
in the West and South will not be 
disturbed by the ICC ruling, nor 
will the rates charged on “extra 
fare” trains offering a “definitely 
superior” service. 

The majority opinion followed 
the recommendations of Examiner 
Irving L. Koch in a report last 
July. 


1,819,029 BONUS APPLICATIONS 


Veterans’ Bureau Puts 500 More 
Employes to Work. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — The 
Veterans’ Bureau announced last 
night that 1,819,029 applications for 
payment of the bonus had been 
received and that 500 additional 
employes are filing them. 

The Bureau said it had sent com- 
plete instructions to all field sta- 
tions for auditing the bonus ac- 
counts preparatory to certification 
to the Treasury for payment in

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — Pres- 


ident Roosevelt put entirely up to 
'$1,120,600,000 by new, substitute and 
temporary taxes to meet the bonus 


and farm subsidy payments. 

In contrast to his action last 
June, when he asked for higher 
levies on very large estates and in- 
comes, he emphatically refused to 
recommend how these taxes might 
be raised. i 

The President made his an- 
nouncement at his semi-weekly 
press conference in a half-hour talk 
that was characteristically unsatis- 
factory from a news standpoint. 
His explanation of the Treasury 
needs was lucid and definite, but 
when he was questioned on the 
means of meeting these needs—a 
most important question so far as 
the taxpayer is concerned—he said 
that was a problem for the House 
Ways and Means and the Senate 
Finance Committees, and that in 
a message he will send to Congress 
early next week he would make no 
recommendations. 

The President said that the ex- 
planation to the reporters was the 
same information he had given to 
a group of Congressional and Ad- 
ministration leaders at a three-hour 
conference at the White House last 
night, and that he would say the 
same thing in his message to Con- 
gress next week. 

“Windfall” Levy on AAA Taxes. 

His nearest approach to a specifie 
method of raising part of the re- 
quired revenue was his announce- 
ment that a “windfall” tax would 
be levied on the impounded AAA 
processing taxes which have been 
ordered paid back by the Supreme 
Court in rice millers’ decision. He 
said that this might take the form 
of a special income or corporation 
tax on the persons or firms bene- 
fited by the court’s decision. He 
said that it probably would be a 
special tax of high percentage on 
the refunded money. 

Some of the other taxes, he 
vaguely indicated, might be in the 
form of the processing taxes de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court in the Hoosac Mills 
AAA decision. He added that there 
had been some talk in Administra- 
tion circles of retroactive taxes, 
and that, while these probably 
would be constitutional, they were 
difficult/ to levy and often worked 
hardships. The Administration, he 
said, Was not keen for this sort 
of t 

What the Treasury Needs. 

He broke down the $1,120,000,000 
Treas needs in the following 
order: (1) $120,000,000 in new taxes 
to megt the immediate payment of 
the veterans’ bonus. (2) $500,000,- 
000 in permanent taxes to pay for 
the new soil conservation program, 
and (3) $500,000,000 to replace the 
AAA taxes lost this year by the 
Supreme Court's AAA decision. 

He said that these new, substi- 
tute and temporary taxes, if enact- 
ed by Congress, would bring his 
1937 budget estimatesback into 
line, and that the budgét would be 
balanced in the fiscal year 1937, if 
the relief expenditures were not in- 
cluded.

An official war communique, is- 
sued earlier in the day, disclosed 
that the Fascist forces were moving 
toward the old strategic point again.

The troops were 10 to 12 
miles away from Amba Alaji when 
the advance started.

King asserted, “We hope there will 
be no further delay in the exten- 
sion of sanctions. The obligations 
of member states under Article 16 
of the League Covenant is in no 
way modified or dependent upon 
the considerations of non-member 
states. The cause of peace would 
be much nearer realization if sanc- 
tions were extended.” 

The Emperor continued, “The 
Ethiopian Government has not tak- 
en and will not take any initiative 
in the matter of peace proposals.” 

Emphasizing that the Ethiopian 
viewpoint held this to be a most 
inopportune stage of the war for 
peace talks, he said: “Such peace 
discussions as may be taking place 
in Europe are without the partici- 
pation of Ethiopia, and thus far 
there have been no proposals put 
forward which could be honorably 
accepted by Ethiopia.” 

Expressing surprise that propo- 
sals for stripping territory from 
Ethiopia could even be considered, 
the Emperor said: “The fact that

Thus far, no Americans had 
been harmed in the rebellion’ in 
which four Libera] elder statesmen 
have been killed. 

But Rebels Do Not Move. 

A way was flung open for the reb- 
els to proceed from their stronghold 
in the Premier’s residence to their 
barracks a mile away in conform- 
ance with the agreement they 
reached with the Government yes- 
terday to retire but to retain their 
arms pending final liquidation of 
the crisis. 

The cordon of loyal forces which 
had inclosed the insurgents since 
Wednesday withdrew from the path 
back to the barracks—but the reb- 
els clung to their positions.

The rebels, in addition to the

the Sanno Hotel—all in the center 
of the imperial capital. Several 
American tourists were ejected po- 
litely but firmly from the hotel. 

A military or Fascist government 
appeared in prospect early in the 
conduct of the third day’s tense ne- 
gotiations. 

With the four elder statesmen— 
Premier Okada, Finance Minister 
Korekiyo Takahashi, Lord Keep- 
er of the Privy Seal Makoto Saito 
and Gen. Jotaro Watanabe—dead, 
the civilian authority seemed un- 
able to end the conflict. 

Solution With Army, 

The army alone appeared able to 
achieve settlement. 

High militarists, wth the Imperial 
Princes, took precedence before the 
surviving leaders of the Okada and 
Goto Cabinets in Emperor Hirohi- 
to’s conferences. 

The Foreign Office spokesman, 
Eiji Amau, asserted the crisis would 
not alter Japan’s foreign policy. 

Foreign press reports that the 
Japanese attitude toward China and 
Soviet Russia would become more 
aggressive as a result of the mili- 
tarist uprising were denied by the 
spokesman. 

He said the military movement 
arose entirely from domestic issues, 
but that rumors the insurrection 
was Caused by military disapproval 
of the Government’s allegedly weak 
diplomatic policies were without 
foundation.

U. §, FILES BRIEF 
N CLAIMS COURT 
GOLD CLAUSE IES! 


Withholds Consent to Suit, 
Arguing It Was Started 
to ‘Vindicate Political 
Philosophy.’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The 
Government has filed its brief in 
the first of several gold clause suits 
before the Court of Claims, insist- 
ing that the opinion of a Supreme 
Court majority in earlier gold 
clause cases settled the issue once 
and for all. 

The claim is that made by Rob- 
ert A. Taft, son of the late Chief 
Justice Taft, on behalf of a termi- 
nal warehouse company in Cincin- 
nati for $1.07 interest on a $50 
Liberty bond. 

Not only was the issue decided 
in the earlier cases, the Govern- 
ment brief declares, quoting fre- 
quently from the opinion of Chief 
Justice Hughes for the majority, 
but the Court of Claims has no au- 
thority to consider a claim. of this 
nature. The Liberty bond on 
which the interest is claimed by 
Taft in gold, or the equivalent of 
gold in devalued currency, was 
bought solely for the purpose of 
starting a suit, the brief declares. 
The brief concludes with the fol- 
lowing: 

“This court was created for the 
examination of claims for compen- 
satory damages and not for the 
purpose of vindicating the politica! 
philosophy of litigants, nor yet a 
testing ground upon which purely 
theoretical objections to govern- 
ental action may be determined.” 
it is part of the Government’s 
contention that the whole case is 
/mere shadow boxing. It points out 
that if the company were awarded 
$1.07 in gold it would, under the 
present law, have to surrender it 
to the Treasury again. And if it 
were paid the equivalent of deval- 
ued currency, on the old basis of 
25.8 grains of gold to the dollar, 
prior to devaluation, the Govern- 
ment would be sanctioning the “un- 
justified enrichment” which Chief 
Justice Hughes ruled out in his 
opinion. 

“Equivalent of Gold.” 

The plaintiff, the brief declares, 
“has not shown, nor has it at- 
tempted to show, any circum- 
stances which would justify a find- 
ing that for some special reason, 
in its case, the currency tendered 
was not the equivalent of gold. In 
view of this fact, and in view of 
the plaintiff's admission that it 
was tendered the equivalent of gold 
coin, the plaintiff may not now 
be heard to say that it did not re- 
ceive ‘gold or its equivalent.’” 

The brief refers to the “ ‘pound of 
flesh’ condition” of the claim 
pressed by Taft. There are two 
lengthy citations from the famous 
gold clause opinions. The first is 
from the opinion in the case of 
John M. Perry, based on Liberty 
bonds of the 1918 series. Hughes 
said for the majority of the court: 

“But ‘equivalent’ cannot mean 
more than the amount of money 
which the promised gold coin would 
be worth to the bondholder for the 
purposes for which it could legal- 
ly be used. That equivalence or 
worth could not properly be ascer- 
tained save in the light of the do- 
mestic and restricted market which 
the Congress has lawfully estab- 
lished. In the domestic transaction, 
to which the plaintiff was limited, 
in the absence of special license, 
determination of the value of the 
gold coin would necessarily have 
regard to its use as legal tender and 
as a medium of exchange under a 
single monetary system with an 
established parity of all currency 
and coins.” 

Hughes held that although it 
was impossible to recover damages 
for devaluation, the debt remained 
on the “conscience of the sovereign.” 
The brief in the present case refers 
to the “empty procedure of tender- 
ing to the plaintiff” gold coin, in 
view of the fact that the law would 
not permit him to keep it. 

Reference to Taft’s Brief. 

Referring to Taft's brief in which 
he stated the warehouse company 
had paid more for the bond than its 
market value, so that the suit could 
be instituted, the brief adds, “In 
other words the plaintiff frankly 
admits that what it bought was a 
law suit against the United States.” 

While the Government remarks 
that “frankness in admitting this 
fact is commendable,” it does not, 
the brief continues, “change the 
fact that this court has jurisdiction 
to entertain only suits to which the 
United States has consented.” And 
finally, the brief states, “The United 
States has not consented to be sued 
by an assignee who has purchased 
a claim for the sole purpose of 
bringing suit.” The brief also refers 
several times to the amount of the 
suit $1.07, “a sum which is obvi- 
ously but a negligible fraction of 
the cost of this litigation.” 

Among the other gold _ clause 
suits pending is one instituted by 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co. for 
$600,000 on behalf of the estate of 
John I. Beggs, wealthy utility op- 
erator. The losses are claimed on 
$2,156,000 of Government bonds pur- 
chased for the estate in June and 
August of 1932. 

The total amount involved in the 
gold clause suits before the Court 
of Claims is about $8,000,000. Un- 
der the law passed as a result of 
the gold clause decisions, Congress 
allowed suits to be _ instituted 
against the Government up to Dec.

DR. CHARLES NICOLLE DIES; 
NOBEL PRIZE WINNER IN 1928 


Frenchman Won Award in Medi- 
cine for Discoyeries in Typhoid 
Fever Experiments.

TUNIS, Tunisia, Feb. 28. — Dr. 
Charles Jean Henri Nicolle, 70 
years old, director of the Paris In- 
stitute branch in Tunis and 1928 
Nobel Prize winner in medicine, 
died today. 

Dr. Nicolle was born in Rouen, 
Sept. 21, 1866, and was graduated 
from the University of Paris. He 
was the first to modify the orig- 
inal Pasteur treatment for hydro- 
phobia. He obtained better results 
by cutting down the number of in- 
jections and using a stronger 
serum. 

He was made a professor in the 
Rouen Medical College in 1893 and 
in 1896 established the first bac- 
teriological laboratory in Rouen. 

Dr. Nicolle made exhaustive 
studies and experiments on typhoid 
fever ferms and his discoveries in 
this disease won him the Nobel 


Prize. 


HEARS RELIEF WORKERS ARE 
ASKED FOR CAMPAIGN GIFTS 


Senator Vandenberg Urges Hopkins 
to Investigate Reports; Cites 
Printed Letter.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Senator 


Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, to- 
day asked Harry L. Hopkins, Works 
Progress Administrator, to investi- 
gate reports that Democratic lead- 
ers of Indiana County, Pa., were de- 
manding political contributions of 
relief employes on “penalty of black 
list in event of refusal.” 

In a letter the Senator cited a 
full-page reproduction in the Butler 
(Pa.) Eagle of a letter “purporting 
to show Democratic solicitation of 
campaign funds from relief work- 
ers.” 

The reproduced letter, he said, 
was dated Dec. 4, 1935, at Indiana, 
Pa., on the letterhead of the Indi- 
ana County Democratic Committee. 
It was signed by Harry W. Fee, 
chairman of the County Committee, 
and addressed to Mary C. Shearer, 
a relief worker. 

Fee was reported to have de- 
manded $27 from Miss Shearer as 
a campaign contribution. If it was 
not paid, the letter said, it would be 
necessary “to place your name on 
the list of those who will not be 
given consideration for any other 
appointment after the termination 
of emergency relief work.” 

Vandenberg said it appeared the 
letter was a “form letter” and that 
the “pillage is a general practice.”

Sergeant Tompkins Was

Chief of Police W. D. Bush dis- 
closed today that Police Sergeant 
H. Carl Tompkins, State’s witness 
in the mob “flogging death” case, 


jumped to his death from a third- 
floor hospital window last night. 

Chief Bush said the death, sec- 
ond since the investigation started, 
“undoubtedly was a suicide.” Tomp- 
kins had been admitted to the hos- 
pital Feb. 16 for treatment for an 
infected leg. Nurses said the pa- 
tient had had a high fever and at 
times appeared worried. 

Tompkins was on duty as desk 
sergeant several months ago when 
Joseph Shoemaker and two com- 
panions were questioned by po- 
lice about “Communistic activities.” 
Immediately after their release at 
headquarters the three were taken 
by a mob to a wooded section, 
beaten, tarred and feathered. Shoe- 
maker died, the others recovered. 

Ten persons, including former 
Police Chief R. G. Titsworth and 
six members of the Police Depart- 
ment, have been indicted in the 
case. The former chief was 
charged with being an accessory 
after the fact. The other nine 
were charged with second degree 
murder and kidnaping. 

Tompkins was a witness before 
the grand jury and named as a 
State witness for the trial. 

Robert Farris of Tampa was 
found dead in his automobile while 
the grand jury was investigating 
the case. A coroner’s verdict said 
he took his own life with carbon 
monoxide gas. 


ROBBERS AT FLORIDA HOTEL 
GET $20,000 IN VALUABLES 


Safety Deposit Boxes Ripped Out; 
Theft Before Daybreak 
at Miami Beach.

MIAMI BEACH, Fila., Feb. 28.— 
A check of guests’ losses today in- 
dicated cash and valuables totaling 
$20,000 or more were taken in an 
early morning robbery of the 
Colony Hotel here. 

Three robbers, who threatened 
two emplcyes in the hotel’s lobby, 
ripped out the entire safe deposit 
vault of 30 boxes and escaped in 
an automobile just before daybreak.

Roosevelt Leaves It Up 
To Congress to Raise Taxes

that there were 10, 15 or 20 kinds 
of taxes or combinations Congress 
might levy and that it was up to 
Congress to decide which should be 
used. 

His remarks caused one reporter 


to observe in an undertaone that 
when Lloyd George was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in England and 
in a similar need of additional rev- 
enues, he publicly announced that 
the only possible consideration in 
the circumstances was whose hen 
roost he should rob. 
Opening Statement. 

The President started the press 
conference by saying that he as- 
sumed that the reporters were in- 
terested in the conference last night 
with congressional leaders. Imme- 
diately the reporters looked to see 
if they had enough note paper. The 
President was not interrupted dur- 
ing the first 15 minutes of his ex- 
position, but gradually questions 
were interjected. 

The Treasury needs, the Presi- 
dent said, had been clearly set 
forth before the congressional lead- 
ers. These needs, he said, were two- 
fold and had been occasioned by 
the passage of the bonus bill and 
the Supreme Court’s AAA decision, 
two events which occurred after he 
had sent his budget message to Con- 
gress early in January. The objec- 
tives of the tax program, he said, 
were to balance the budget for the 
fiscal years 1936 and 1937, without 
including the relief expenditures. 

He repeated his statement, made 
at a press conference several weeks 
ago, that the immediate payment 
of the bonus had put an additional 
burden on the Treasury of $120,- 
000,000 a year until 1945, when the 
bulk of the majority bonus certifi- 
cates would have matured. Under 
the original bonus law, the Treas- 
ury was directed to set aside be- 
tween $150,000,000 and $160,000,000 
annually to accumulate enough 
funds to meet the payments in 
1945, and the President explained 
that now an additional $120,000,000 
would have to be set aside annually, 
a total annual charge of $270,000,- 
000 to $280,000,000, to meet the pay- 
ments. 

This explanation made it plain 
that the administration hopes to 
clear up the bonus payment by 
1945. 


“New Taxes” for Bonus. 


Continuing his remarks on addi- 
tional $120,000,000 new revenue re- 
quired by the bonus, the President 
said that this revenue must be ob- 
tained by new taxes. Use of the 
term “new taxes” was correct when 
applied to the $120,000,000 additional 
charge on the Treasury. 

His emphasis of the word “new” 
was understood by the reporters 
when he started to talk about the 
“substitute” taxes required to reim- 
burse the Treasury for the invalid- 
ated AAA processing taxes, which 
for the fiscal years 1936 and 1937 
would amount to slightly more than 
$1,000,000,000. This is the amount 
the old AAA taxes’ were estimated 
to total for the two years had the 
AAA decision not been rendered. 

Imposition of taxes by Congress 
this session to take the place of the 
invalidated taxes, the President 
said, would not constitute new tax- 
es, in the sense that they would be 
added to what the taxpayers would 
have had to pay. 


“Windfall” Tax Scheme. 


Coming down to the details of the 
required $1,000,000,000 needed to re- 
place the processing taxes, the 
President said that in the first 
place it seemed fair and equitable 
that the taxpayers who had gone 
to court to contest the AAA taxes 
should be placed on the same foot- 
ing, ethically and morally, as the 
taxpayers who had not gone to 
court. To equalize the positions of 
these taxpayers, the “windfall” tax 
was devised. 

The “windfall,” a term used by 
Attorney-General Cummings in the 
gold clause arguments before the 
Supreme Court, was described as 
the amount that the Supreme Court 
had ordered handed back to ‘the 
taxpayers by the Supreme Court in 


| 


the rice millers’ suit. At the time of 
the decision, it was estimated that 
between $190,000,000 and $200,000,- 
000 had been put in escrow by the 
courts and would be returned to 
the processors. 

The President said that a high 
percentage tax on this “windfall” 
would recoup to the Treasury about 
$150,000,000. Asked whether there 
were precedents for this novel idea, 
the President said that he had been 
told by the qualified officials that 
it could be done. A reported asked 
whether the President thought the 
taxpayers would contest the collec- 
tion of this tax and was told to con- 
sult a clairvoyant. 


Farm Subsidy Requirements. 


Getting back to the $1,000,000,000 
required for.the farm subsidy, the 
President said that $500,000,000 
would be required to replace the 
AAA taxes lost this year, and $500,- 
000,000 would be needed for’ the 
permanent farm program. He ex- 
plained that the $500,000,000 need- 
ed for the taxes lost this year might 
be recovered over a period of one, 
two or three years. He emphasized 
that the material point was to get 
the money back into the Treasury 
within a few years. 

Retroactive taxes were not en- 
tirely ruled out. The President re- 
minded the correspondents that as 
Governor of New York he had 
signed a bill for retroactive taxes, 
passed on March 15. In that in- 
stance, a month was allowed for the 
printing of forms and the making 
of the returns. 

After he has sent his message to 
Congress, the Treagury Department 
will be available for estimates as 
to how much each specific tax pro- 
posal will bring in, the President 
said. Neither he nor the Treasury, 
he stressed in conclusion, would 
give any recommendations as to the 
methods of raising the required 
money. 

Billion-Doliar Tax Will Have 

Rough Road, Congressmen Say. 
By the Associated Press. 

Congressional leaders left no 
doubt that a billion-dollar tax bill 
would travel a rough road, even in 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, before it reaches the floor. 

Chairman Doughton told report- 
ers: “I don’t think it will be that 
much.”  Doughton said his com- 
mittee necessarily would have to 
take into consideration the strong 
sentiment in Congress to hold any 
taxes to an absolute minimum in 
an election year. 

Another committee member, 
speaking privately, asserted: “There 
isn’t any more chance for that than 
for the man in the moon. They'll 
be lucky to get half a billion.’ 

“We'll have to pass the bill,” said 
Representative Bankhead (Dem.), 
Alabama, House majority leader. 
“We can’t go on forever with all 
outgo and no income to offset it. 
The President has made up his 
mind to balance the regular budget 
and he’s going to do it.” 

Representative Snell cf New 
York, House Republican feafer, was 
“glad the President has come to 
some conclusion, anyway.” 

He said a billion-dollar tax bill 
would be a stiff jolt, but regarded 
taxes as preferable to printing 
money or defaulting on Government 
obligations. 

“T’d have had a tax bill long ago, 
if it had been me,” Snell added.

FIRE AFTER FAMILY GAVE UP 


Testify One of Deputies on Trial 
for Killing Woman Shouted 
“Let Them Have It.” 

By the Associated Press. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Feb. 28. — 
Two State’s eyewitnesses told a 
jury today that Deputy Sheriffs 
who killed Mrs. Sophie Crempa on 
the porch of her home continued 
to pour volleys at the family even 
after the Crempas had offered to 
“give up.” Testifying against the 
four deputies indicted for man- 
slaughter, Stephen G. Milosy, whole- 
sale florist, and John Rhivnak, both 
told how the deputies fired on the 
Crempas, killing the woman. 

“Come on down, John, we won't 
hurt you,’ they quoted the deputies 
as calling to Crempa, whom they 
were seeking to arrest for contempt 
of court. When Crempa started 
to comply, the witnesses testified, 
one of the deputies shouted: “Let 
them have it!” and the guns were 
fired. 

Both witnesses related how the 
deputies had held target practice on 
Milosy’s property, near the Crem- 
pa home in Scotch Plains, several 
weeks before the fatal raid. The 
target they used, a cardboard 10 by 
18 inches, was placed in evidence 
by the State. Milosy said he talked 
to one of the deputies prior to the 
raid and was told the deputies 
“would get Crempa dead or alive.” 

Rhivnak said Crempa, his wife, 
his daugher, Kamelia, and Frank 
Sikora were unarmed when they 
came out on the porch after the 
deputies had thrown a tear gas 
bomb into the house through a win- 
dow. After Mrs. Crempa was shot, 
he said, Crempa shouted, “I give up. 
Don’t shoot. You shot my wife.” 
The deputies continued firing des- 
pite this, the witness said. He tes- 
tified the shooting continued even 
after Kamelia said, “I give up, don’t 
shoot.”

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Swept Down River by Ice 
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Two Pile-Drivers and Other Craft Torn From 


Moorings on Missouri River—One 


Roped at St. Louis. 


Five runaway pieces of dike con- 
struction equipment—three barges 
and two pile drivers—floated past 
St. Louis today on an undirected 
journey down the Mississippi River. 

One runaway, a heavy pile driv- 
er barge, was roped by watchmen 


on the Government dock at the foot 
of Arsenal street and moored se- 
curely. The other equipment, ac- 
companied by a motor boat, con- 
tinued the journey southward 
through a field of floating ice. 

Army engineers said the equip- 
ment belonged to the Patton- -Tully 
Co., of Memphis, dike contsructors, 
and apparently was torn from its 
moorings in North St. Louis, oppo- 
site Cabaret Island. 

The flotilla passed through the 
St. Louis harbor shortly after 6 
o'clock this morning and the Gov- 
ernment dock employes made their 
capture about 40 minutes later. At 
9:15 a. m., the boats were sighted 
at Jefferson Barracks. The pile- 
driver barge swung into the bank 
near the Barrack’s railroad sta- 


tion. Before the craft could be 
secured, ice forced it out into the 
Stream again and it floated away. 

The fact that the unguided 
barges avoided the piers of all the 
bridges in the St. Louis area was 
regarded as remarkable by river 
men, who pointed out that occasion- 
ally expert pilots have difficulty 
getting heavily loaded barge tows 
through the chain of bridges. 

There was an unconfirmed re- 
port that a watchman stayed with 
the barges during the first mile of 
the trip, but seized an opportunity 
of jumping off on ice near shore. 

The river at St. Louis, which had 
cleared rapidly yesterday, carried a 
large quantity of floating ice this 
morning, due to thaws farther 
north. The break up of northern 
ice jams caused a rise of 7.5 feet 
in the river level here in the last 
24 hours, to a stage of 16.7 feet. A 
gorge of ice formed near Crystal 
City, Mo., yesterday, but the chan- 
nel shifted around the obstruction. 
The ice was moving rapidly and the 
river is expected to clear without 
serious effects.

“MOSES I,” VETERAN 
FORTUNE TELLER DIES 


Frank G. Helgoth, Often Ar- 
rested, Had Not Been Ac- 
tive in Recent Years. 


Frank G. MHelgoth, otherwise 
known as “Prof. Helischer,” and to 
his immediate followers as “Moses 
II,” died of pneumonia last night at 
City Hospital. 

Helgoth, who was 63 years old, 
was a clairvoyant until 1913, when 
a city ordinance put him out ef 
business, and then he turned to spir- 
itualism, but police noticed little 
difference in his activities and con- 
tinued to arrest him for fortune 
telling. In recent years he had not 
been active. 

One of his arrests, in 1919, 
brought a Supreme Court test in 
which the city’s ordinance prohib- 
iting fortune telling was upheld. 
The chief witness against him was 
a policewoman who testified that 
he had told her she was going to 
get a divorce, that her brother was 
improving, and that she was going 
to get a job. She already had a 
job, she was not married, and she 
had no brother. 

In 1920 he told reporters that 
he had turned from spiritualism to 
business because police were per 
secuting him. He organized a 
company to sell stock in New 
Mexico gold and silver mine claims, 
but got into trouble with an as- 
sociate who sued him for an ac- 
counting. The verdict was against | 
Helgoth, ordering him to return 
certain shares of stock to his as- 
sociate, and to account for other 
shares which had been sold, but 
for which his associate received 
no return. 

Helgoth’s explanation was that 
he was being persecuted, and that 
he was under an evil spirit. “You 
know, spirits guide our actions,” 
he said.

On Fraud Indictment

went to the court of Circuit 
Judge Fred E. Fueller, where the 
conspiracy indictment had been as- 


signed. 

Hoch was waiting there and the 
formalities of Court approval- for 
bonds, also signed by the Vanaceks, 
were handled after Judge Mueller 
had recessed a civil suit trial 
which was in hearing. Attorney 
Gardner, remarking that “we'd like 
to go to trial today, if the Court 
were -not already engaged,” asked 
that the case be set for March 9, 
but Prosecutor Wolfe demurred 
against setting both charges for 
hearing on the same day. The 
conspiracy case was then set for 
March 16. ° 

Deuser Denies Charges. 

Deuser, returning to his office 
from Judge Mueller’s court, said 
to reporters: “There is no truth to 
either of the charges, which appear 
to be virtually identical. All I 
want now is to go to trial at the 
earliest possible moment. I would 
like to go to trial today, if possible, 
to prove that the charges are with- 
out foundation.” 

Hoch made no statement, but his 
lawyer, Herbert W. Ziercher, former 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, 
gaid in behalf of his client that 
Hoch hoped to be tried as quickly 
as possible. 


Punishment, upon conviction, un- 
der each of the two misdemeanors 
charged against Sheriff Deuser, 
may be a fine not exceeding $500, 
a jail sentence for not more than a 
year, or a fine and jail term. In 
addition, if Deuser should be con- 
victed under the charge of fraud 
in office, he would be subject to 
the forfeiture of his office and 
would be forever disqualified from 
holding any office of honov, trust 
or profit in Missouri and from vot- 
ing. Deuser’s term will expire next 
Dec. 31. He is not eligible for re- 
election for a successive term. 

Accountants’ Report. 

- Certified public accountants, 
Schuessler, Keller & Co., who made 
a special audit of the Sheriff's ac- 
counts for feeding prisoners, for 
the County Court, or administrative 
body, filed a report with the court 
Jan. 24, showing that last year it 
cost $3576.09 -more to feed fewer 
prisoners from July to Noyember, 
inclusive, than from February to 
June, 

The Sheriff was allowed a maxi- 
mum of 75 cents a day for food for 
each prisoner and has claimed as 
his own any ‘saving he may make 
from this allowance, in addition to 
his salary, which is limited to $10,- 
000 a year from fees of the office. 

Examination of a grocery com- 
pany’s invoices; obtained from the 
Sheriff, showed, the auditors report- 
ed, apparent doubling of charges 
for canned goods, through the de- 
vice of charging for vegetables at 
12 cans to a case, although the size 
of can supplied ran only six to a 


case. 
Food Bills at Jail. 

The population of the jail has 
fluctuated from 60 to 100 prison- 
ers. Invoices furnished by Deuser 
showed charges of $6797.96 for food 
purchased for 11,011 prisoner days 
from July to November, 1935, while 
canceled checks exhibited by the 
Sheriff for the preceding February- 
June period amounted to $3221.87 
for jail food for 12,061 prisoner 
days, the auditors reported. 

The auditors’ report related that 
the accountants were met with eva- 
sive statements or were refused in- 
voices at four of 10 stores that sup- 
plied food for the jail. The largest 
purchases, it was stated, were of 
meat obtained from a butcher shop 
in Jennings; which occupied a build- 
ing owned by Sheriff Deuser. This 
store was paid $2776 for meat last 
year, the report said. 


Admitted Overcharge by Grocer. 


At the time the auditors’ report 
was submitted to the County Court, 
Sheriff Deuser told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had made food 
purchases for cash, as well as by 
check in the period of comparison 
last year. He asserted that he kept 
no records of the cash purchases, 
but that the cost of the food did 
not vary much during the year. His 
attorney, he related, had advised 
him that under a Supreme Court 
ruling he was not accountable for 
‘funds allowed him by. the county 
for feeding prisoners, and that the 
Supreme Court had held this allow- 
ance was not a part of the fees of 
the office. 

. He conceded that a grocer had 

charged him double for canned 
goods but declared the grocer had 
arranged to rebate the overcharge. 
The allowance of 75 cents daily a 
prisoner was not exorbitant, he in- 
sisted, saying that a check of costs 
in 110 counties, disclosed that 67 
counties were paying this rate, 
pmo others allowed from 50 to 70 
cents. 


County Auditor Edwin O. Harper 


recommended to the County Court, 
upon receipt of the accountants’ re- 
port, that Sheriff Deuser’s allow- 
ance for jail food be limited to 30 
cents a day a prisoner. In Decem- 
ber Deuser had protested to the 
County Court against Harper’s bud- 
get allowance for him at the latter 
rate, after Prosecuting Attorney C. 
Arthur Anderson had charged that 
feeding of prisoners by the Sheriff 
was a “lucrative” business. Ander- 
son asserted that any profit from 
this allowance was part of the 
Sheriff's official income which is 
limited to $10,000 a year. 


Compromise on 45c a Day. 

A month ago the County Court re- 
duced the allowance to 30 cents a 
day, but upon renewed protest by 
Deuser a compromise rate of 45 
cents finally was established. Under 
the new arrangement the Sheriff 
agreed to buy kitchen utensils, dis- 
infectants and other supplies for the 
jail; which last year cost the county 
$3969, in addition to food bills of 
$20,500. Harper told the court the 
45-cent rate would amount to about 
$35 a day, which he thought was 
more than could possibly be re- 
quired, 


During the progress of the audit, 
one of the accountants informed the 
County Court in December that 
Sheriff Deuser had said he had de- 
stroyed virtually all canceled checks 
and invoices pertaining to jail food. 
When the inquiry was begun Deuser 
refused to turn over his food rec- 
ords, on the ground he was not le- 
gally obliged to do so, but later he 
changed his stand. 


Deuser, a Republican, formerly 
was proprietor of a grocery in Jen- 
nings and a Republican county 
committeeman. He was County 
Treasurer from 1927 to 1932, filling 
an unexpired term and a full term. 
In 1932 he was elected Sheriff, the 
only member of his party winning 
a county-wide office then. - He re- 
sides with his family at 2304 Hord 
avenue, Jennings.

SERVED 14 YEARS 
AS CONGRESSMAN 


Six Years as State Repre- 
sentative — Former Cir- 
cuit Judge—Funeral on 
Sunday Afternoon. 


By the Associated Press. 

GALLATIN, Mo. Feb. 28.— 
Joshua W. Alexander, Secretary of 
Commerce under President Wood- 
row Wilson, died at his home here 
last night. He was 84 years old. 

Mr. Alexander had been in retire- 
ment the last few years, although 
he still freely gave legal advice to 
friends who requested it. He left 
public office when he was succeed- 
ed as Secretary of Commerce by 
Herbert Hoover, March 4, 1921, 
with the inauguration of Warren 
G. Harding as President. 

All but two of his children were 
at the bedside when he died at 6:50 
o'clock. The two were Federal 
Judge George Alexander, Juneau, 
Alaska, and Preston Alexander, 
Washington, D. C. The other chil- 
dren are Mrs. Julia Jenner, Miss 
Rowena Alexander and Lawrence 
Alexander, all of Gallatin, and Mrs. 
E. G. Sicklin, King City, Mo. The 
wife of Mr. Alexander survives. 

Mr. and Mrs. Alexander observed 
their sixtieth wedding anniversary 
on Feb. 3. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Christian Church here at 2:30 
o'clock Sunday afternoon. 

Held Many Offices in Public Life 
Of Nearly 50 Years. 

Joshua Wills Alexander was born 
in Cincinnati, O., Jan, 22, 1852. Be- 
sides serving as Secretary of Com- 
merce in the Wilson administration, 
he was three times (six years) a 
member of the State Legislature, 
Judge of the Seventh Judicial Cir- 
cuit for one term of six years, and 
seven times elected to Congress, 
serving 14 years. He also served as 
Mayor of Gallatin two terms. In 
1913-1914 he was chairman of the 
United States commission to the 
international conference on safety 
of life at sea, which met in London. 

Mr. Alexander’s father, who 
was of old American stock, died 
when the son was only 7 years old. 
The son attended the  pub- 
lic schools of Cincinnati for three 
years, after which he and his 
mother, who was from England, 
moved to Canton, Mo. There he 
finished public school and entered 
Christian University, from which 
he was graduated in 1872 with an 
A. B. degree. In 1907 the college 
conferred on him an honorary M., A. 
degree. 

In June, 1873, Mr. Alexander 
moved to Gallatin, where he lived 
until his death. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1875 and was elected 
Public Administrator the next year. 
He was re-elected and also served 
21 years on the Board of Educa- 
tion for the Gallatin school district, 
serving two terms as Mayor of Gal- 
latin in that period. 

To Legislature in 1882. 

In 1882 he was elected to the 
General Assembly of Missouri. He 
was re-elected in 1884 and became 
chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations. In 1886 he was elect- 
ed again and became Speaker of the 
House. 

From January, 1901, until Febru- 
ary, 1907, he was Judge of the Sev- 
enth Judicial Circuit of Missouri. 
In 1904, after he was re-elected for 
another term, ‘he resigned to take 
his seat in the sixtieth Congress. 

When the Democrats gained con- 
trol of Congress in 1910, he 
became chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries. He drafted many im- 
portant laws, among which was 
the war insurance act, the soldiers’ 
and sailors’ insurance law, the orig- 
inal act controlling wireless teleg- 
raphy, the ship purchase act (de- 
feated by the Senate) and the law 
(drafted by him in part) now op- 
erating to restore the American 
merchant marine. 

On Dec. 3, 1919, President Wilson 
offered him the post of Secretary 
of Commerce. 

Mr. Alexander was in public 
life nearly 50 years. He married 
the daughter of the late Judge Sam- 
uel A. Richardson in 1876. 


AIR LINE BUYS NEW PLANES 


Chicago & Southern Orders Four 
to Cost $50,000 Each. 

The Chicago & Southern Air Lines 
announced yesterday that it had 
placed an order for four passenger 
planes to cost $50,000 each for 
service on its Chicago-St. Louis- 
New Orleans route. 

The contract, which calls for de- 
livery May 1, was given to the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation of 
Burbank, Cal. The planes will be 
10-passenger Lockheed Electras 
with two motors that will give 
them a top speed of 215 miles per 
hour. The present fleet of five 
planes used on the route will be re- 
tired, it was said at the operation 
base of the air line at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field.

Representatives of 64 Nations At- 
tend Exhibition Which Closes 
Today. 

LONDON, Feb. 28.—The British 
Industries Fair reported as high as 
25 per cent increase in sales, to 
overseas buyers especially. The 
fair, which closes today, is regard- 
ed as a good barometer of business 
conditions in general. 

Improved purchasing power of 
the general public was indicated 
through orders for leather goods, 
furniture, toys and novelties. 

A New York tobacconist bought 
all samples of an  apple-shaped 
Malta briar pipe which King Ed- 
ward admired on his visit to the 
fair last week. 

A boom in ostrich feathers and 
sealskin slippers also was noted, 


after the King bought samples of 
them. 

‘Overseas buyers numbered 13,- 
500, an increase of 2000 over the 
total in 1935. Buyers were present 
from 64 nations. There was a total 
of 115,000 home buyers and the vis- 
iting public numbered 115,000 and 
at Birmingham 169,475 saw the fair 
there.

Judge Kelly S. Searl sentenced

Blank was taken to prison to 
start his sentence today, after bid- 
ding a tearful farewell to his fos- 
ter parents and Miss Ada Reist, 
19 years old, a childhood (sweet- 
heart. Blank expressed no remorse 
for the crime. 

Blank, who had maintained since 
his arrest that his wife, an expect- 
ant mother, burned to death when 
her clothing became ignited from 
fuel oil she threw into a stove while 
building a fire, suddenly interrupt- 
ed his four-day examination before 
a Justice on the murder charge by 
signing the confession. 

Expressing his desire to enter a 
plea of guilty, he was taken before 
Circult Judge Searl immediately 
for sentence. 

Counsel Announces Confession. 

Blank’s confession was announced 
through his attorney, State Senator 
Edward H. Fehling. Fehling said 
Blank sent for him after he had 
conferred at length with his foster 
father, Robert C. Blank of Maple 
Rapids, Sergt. P. L. Hutson of 
State police and Miss Reist. 

The confession given out by Sen- 
ator Fehling said Blank and his 
wife quarreled. 

“She asked me if we had enough 
money for the baby,” he said.

WHY TELEGRAPH FIRMS NEVER 
PAID CITY TAX VOTED IN 1884 


Comptroller Nolte Says Companies 
Apparently Did Not File 
Acceptances. 
Comptroller Nolte, in response to 
questions by reporters yesterday, 
said that the apparent reason for 
the city’s failure to enforce an or- 
dinance, enacted in March, 1884, 
placing an annual tax of 5 per cent 
on the St. Louis gross receipts of 
telegraph companies, was that the 
companies had never filed a writ- 
ten acceptance of the tax, as pro- 

vided by the ordinance. 

Nolte, was asked about the mat- 
ter, following the announcement of 
Alderman Bernard J. Fitzsimmons, 
chairman of the special Aldermanic 
Gas Committee, that he intended to 
inquire why the ordinance had nev- 
er been enforced. Existence of the 
ordinance was called to the com- 
mittee’s attention yesterday by 
John G. Burkhardt, special city tax 
attorney, after the committee had 
requested him to prepare such an 
ordinance. 

Burkhardt told the committee 
that Section 2073 of the revised code 
of city ordinances provided that 
telegraph companies should be re- 
quired to pay an annual tax, 
amounting to 5 per cent of their 
gross business done in St. Louis, in 
semi-annual installments, filing at 
the same time statements of their 
gross business with the Comptrol- 
ler and City Register. This section 
also provided that the companies 
must file written statements with 
the city, agreeing to abide by terms 
of the ordinance. Burkhardt said 
that this tax was enacted in place 
of an annual tax of $5 per pole on 
telegraph companies, which had 
been repealed. 

The special Aldermanic Gas Com- 
mittee is also considering a bill 
providing a 5 per cent annual gross 
receipts tax on gas companies. Elec- 
tric and telephone companies at 
present pay a 5 per cent annual tax 
on their gross receipts to the city.

Forgotten Fund Raised at Fort 
Worth in 1902 to Be Used 
For Plaque and Tree. 

The balance of a fund raised in 
Fort Worth, Tex., in 1902 for the 
State’s participation in the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition in St. 
Louis in 1904 is to be used for the 
planting of a tree and erection of 
a bronze plaque, commemorating 
the 1904 exposition, at the Texas 
Centennial Exposition at Dallas this 
year, local representatives of the 
Texas exposition said today.

Two checks, closing the account, 
were presented to officials of the 
Texas Centennial Exposition at Fort 
Worth yesterday. It was announced 
that St. Louis business and civic 
leaders would be invited to Dallas 
for the planting of the tree and 
erection of the plaque, which will 
be named in honor of St. Louis.

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UNE OF MEN FIRED 
BY ROPER REFUSES 
10 GIVE UP POST 


H. McCoy Jones Resigns, 
but Frederick L. Adams, 
With One Day More to 
Go, Declines to Do So. 


NAVIGATION BUREAU 
CHIEF ALSO STICKS 


Joseph 5. Weaver Declares 
He Wil) Not Get Out 
Till ‘Safety at Sea’ Job 
Is Finished.

WASHINGTON, Zeb. 28.—Refus- 
ing the offer of Secretary of Com- 
merce Roper permitting him to re- 
sign, Frederick L, Adams, one of 
two high officials of the Bureau 
of Navigation and Steamboat In- 
spection,, discharged for “explosive 
insubordination,” stuck to his post 
today with one more day to go be- 
fore the effective date of his dis- 
charge. 

The “explosive insubordination” 
consisted of refusing to answer 
questions of Treasury Department 
investigators sent to the home of 
Adams and Commander H. McCoy 
Jones, the other official involved, 
in the absence of Director Joseph 
B. Weaver, head of the Bureau. 
Roper and Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce Johnson have defended 
the use of Treasury investigators 
to compel Adams and Jones to dis- 
close how a confidential resolution 
of the Board of Steamboat Inspec- 
tors found its way into the news- 
papers. 

This resolution called for more 
rigid inspection of American pas- 
senger vessels, declaring that pres- 
ent methods tolerated the existence 
of serious hazards to life. Several 
newspaper correspondents received 
copies of this resolution from an 
anonymous sender. 

Adams’ Refusal to Resign. 

Although Adams remained in 
New York today, he informed 
friends here that he would not take 
advantage of Roper’s offer permit- 
ting him to tender his resignation. 
This was a last-minute gesture by 
Roper, arising partly, it is believed, 
out of the storm of criticism that 
has followed his action. Adams 
and Jones were first suspendeg, iat- 
er reinstated and then served notice 
that they were discharged, effective 
Feb, 29. 

Jones resigned yesterday, giving 
out a statement denouncing the act- 
tion of Malcolm Kerlin, adminis- 
trative assistant to Roper, and As- 
sistant Secretary Johnson in med- 
dling with the affairs of the Bureau 
of Navigation in the absence of Di- 
Weaver. Jones, resignation 
was promptly accepted by Roper 
despite the previous order discharg- 
ing him. 

“The violent and explosive insub- 
ordination’ that the Secretary of 
Commerce found was substantiated 
was my extreme loyalty to my bu- 
reau and my chief,’ Jones said. 

“T would like to call attention to 
the fact that in reaching this deci- 
sion the Secretary of Commerce has 
made no effor to hear my side of 
the story, nor has anyone connected 


with the administration of the De- 
| partment of Commerce. It can only 
| be said that he assumes the respon- 
| sibility of passing judgment in a 
‘matter in which he was decidedly 
| prejudiced and that he handed 
down the maximum sentence with- 
out even attempting to prove the 
charge or hear both sides of the 
case.” 

Who Gave Out the Report. 

It was reported today from a 
source customarily reliable that the 
resolution calling for more rigid 
inspection methods was given out 
by a member of the National Safety 
at Sea Committee chosen by Roper 
himself. This committee is a part 
of the Accident Prevention Council, 
of which Roper is the head. 

Weaver was in California when 
his two chief aids were ordered in- 
vestigated by’ Roper. On his re- 
turn the director of the Bureau as- 
sumed responsibility for the “imma- 
ture” publication of the resolution 
in a statement which, it is under- 
stood, was made with the condition 


tained. Having obtained Weaver's 
statement, Roper promptly pro- 
ceeded to discharge both men. 

Weaver repeated today that he 
intended to remain as director “un- 
til the job is finished.” He was 
called in to make an investigation 
of safety at sea following the 
Morro Castle disaster in which 
more than 150 passengers were 
burned to death. 

“Of course, we shall have to ob- 
tain other experts,” Weaver said, 
“but this has not stopped us. We 
are going right ahead. Naturally 
this somewhat delays us but our 
work will continue.” 

Statement by Jones. 

Of the activities of Johnson and 
Kerlin, who has been an assistant 
in the Department of Commerce 
through several administrations, 
Jones said: 

“They were also busying them- 
selves with matters of purely pri- 
vate and personal nature of certain 
individuals attached to the bureau. 
All of this was going on without 
the knowledge of the director, who 
was on the West coast. 

“Mr. Kerlin had ordered that no 
one connected with the Bureau 
should advise the director of what

was going on, and it was apparent 
to me that the whole procedure 
was not ethical and that I could not 
be a party to it. 

“Under the conditions that exist- 
ed, it takes a great stretch of the 
imagination to understand how I 
could have been charged with any- 
thing more serious than being de- 
cent, and, to a degree, sensible.” 

Johnson was called in as assist- 
ant Secretary following the removal 
by President Roosevelt of Ewing 
Y. Mitchell of Springfield, Mo., aft- 
er Mitchell had charged that graft 
and inefficiency existed in the De- 
partment of Commerce. Johnson 
was formerly chairman of the State 
Highway Ccmrnaission of South 
Carolina, Roper’s native State, and 
active politically and in the Amer- 
ican Legion. After he served as 
commission chairman in 1916 and 
1917, Johngon became a bridge and 
highway contractor at Marion, S.C.

TRIBUTE TO DICTATOR OF 60'S 
IS ORDERED IN PARAGUAY 


New President Franco Wants Hom- 
age Paid to Francisco 
Solano Lopez.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Feb. 28.— 
Col. Rafael Franco, revolutionary 
provisional president of Paraguay, 
today approved the appointment of 
a committee of homage to the one- 
time dictator, Francisco Solano Lo- 
ypez, and the government announced 
that laws which it regards as “in- 
famous to the memory of Lopez” 
will be formally repealed Sunday. 

Lopez ruled the country with an 
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iron hand from 1862 to 1870, when 
he was killed in battle with the 
allied forces of Brazil, Argentina 
and Uruguay. His death ended a 
war which raged for five years and 
in which the population of Para- 
guay was reduced from a total of 
1,337,439 persons to 29,000 men, 106,- 
000 women and 86,000 children. 

The government notified the 
Communist party it was forbidden 
to use red insignia. 

All previously established news- 
papers of Asuncion, with the excep- 
tion of El Diaric, which continues 
under the direction of war veter- 
ans, have gone out of existence 
since Col, Franco assumed power 
less than a month ago. Several 


new newspapers, favorable to the 
new administration, have sprung 


up.

GUFFEY OFFERS SHIPPING BILL: 
WOULD END CONTRACTS DEC. 31 


Postoffice and Commerce Officials 
Trying to Break Deadlock on 
Subsidy Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — Ship 
subsidy legislation was pushed to 
the fore today as Postoffice and 
Commerce Department officials 
tried to break a deadlock. 

A new meaure, which some 
members. of Congress said has the 
backing of President Roosevelt, was 
introduced yesterday by Senator 
Guffey (Dem.), Pennsylvania. 

The Department conferees said 
they had not seen the Guffey 
measure and were trying to work 
out an agreement on an earlier bill 
by Senator Copeland (Dem.), New 
York. 

The bills differ on the length of 
time given to ship men to close 
their mail contracts and enter the 
subsidy plan. 

The Copeland bill carries the 
Commerce Department’s proposal of 
a year of grace, while Guffey’s bill 
provides for the end of all ocean 
mail contracts on Dec. 31. A bill 
by Gibson (Rep.), Vermom, pro- 
vides for cancelation of contracts 
within 60 days after passage of the 
bill. 

Guffey said that, although, under 
his bill, salaries of officers of sub- 
sidized lines would be limited to 
$25,000 a year, “a bid is made for 
private capital by providing that 
profits from the operation of the 
lines would not be divided with the 
Government except where such 
profits exceed 10 per cent of the 


capital involved,”

Twelfth Street . National 
- Bank Receiver Asks Stix 

& Co. to Pay on 100 
_ Pct. Assessment. 


Stock in the Twelfth Street Na- 
tional Bank which Stix & Co., brok- 
ers, acquired five years ago in fore- 
closing on collateral which secured 
a loan, has proved an unwelcome 
“asset” since the failure of the bank 
three years ago and the levying of 
a 100 per cent assessment against 
stockholders. 

The receiver for the bank, it be- 
came known today, has filed $28,- 
300 claim against Stix & Co. as the 
owner of 283 shares of the bank’s 
stock. 

The loan, for $35,400, was made, 
or renewed, by Alfred C. F. Meyer 
on May 2, 1931, the day he shot 
and killed himself on the grounds 
of his home on Lindbergh boulevard 
near the Sunset Hill Country Club. 
Meyer was board chairman of the 
Twelfth Street National Bank and 
president of the Lafayette South 
Side Bank & Trust Co., since re- 
organized as the Manufacturers’ 
Bank & Trust Co. 

Nominal Bid of $25. 

After Meyers’ death, Stix & Co. 
purchased from the executor of his 
estate the bank stock and other 
blocks of stock which Meyer had 
- posted as collateral. Since the 
stocks were subject to the lien of 
Stix & Co.’s loan, only a nominal 
bid of $25 was submitted.

Humming Bird Collection 
Excites Interest at Zoo 


Feeding and Care of Tiny Creatures in Cap- 


tivity Extremely 
Have Many 


Difficult — They 
Odd Traits. 


The collection of 25 humming 
birds at the St. Louis Zoo, largest 
of its kind in this country, already 
has become the most popular 
in the bird house, Henry Ken- 
non, zoo ornithologist, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

The collection was described as 


the outstanding one of the zoo by | 


| Dr. William Gould Vinal of Cleve- 


land in a recent report on “Nature 
Recreation in St. Louis.” Persons 
who have seen the humming birds 
since they were put on display last 
August and who know something 
about the extreme difficulty of 
keeping them alive are inclined to 
agree with Dr. Vinal. 

Seventeen of the tiny birds are 
ruby throats captured in this vi- 
cinity. They were caught either 
by a sticky substance placed on 
twigs, which held them fast, or by 
balls of putty from a blow gun, 
which stunned them. The birds 
can’t be captured with nets. 

Other 8 From British Guinea. 

Tht other eight birds were cap- 
tured in British Guinea and 
brought here by Pete French, an 
insurance salesman. He was given 
a feeding formula by Henry Ken- 
non, zoo ornithologist, and suc- 
ceeded in bring to the zoo 10 of 
the 12 birds with which he start- 
ed. Two more subsequently died. 
However, French's feat as an or- 
nithological nurse was regarded as 
remarkable since he knew little 
about birds. 

Humming birds in the New York 
Zoo are kept in a heated box but 
here they are in a large glass-en- 
closed cage filled with live rub- 
ber plants and hibiscus. George 
Vierheller, zoo director, determined 
the humming birds should lead as 
natural a life as possible and built 
the cage accordingly. 

Suspended about the cage are J- 
shaped glass tubes. These are 
scattered about on the trees and 
contain the birds’ food. This con- 
sists of a formula of honey, con- 
densed milk, beef extract, baby 
food and water. Every four hours 
Kennon and his assistants change 
the food, after first sterilizing the 
tubes. 

The birds eat ravenously, since 
they consume so much energy by 
the extremely rapid beating of their 
wings. If they are deprived of food 
for more than three hours they die. 

From dusk to dawn they do 
sleep, however, and consequently 
can go without eating. Their night 
menu includes honey and water. 

Fruit Flies for Dessert. 

As a delicacy the humming birds 
receive fruit flies which are liber- 
ated in the cage but quickly cap- 
tured. Catching their prey is a 
simple job because the humming 
bird can fly backwards, sideways 
or straight up and down. While 
they feed from the glass tubes the 
birds hover-in one spot, their wings 
beating constantly. 


Humming birds have tiny feet 
but can’t walk. They can slide 
along a branch but cannot move as 
much as an inch. If they want to 
travel that distance or more they 
fly up and then down to the de- 
sired spot. When they fly they 
pull their feet in, like a stream- 
lined airplane, cutting down wind 
resistance. 

A humming bird eats four times 
his weight in 24 hours, Kennon 
said. The. reason is they digest 
food very rapidly. Their body tem- 
perature is 112 degrees, that of the 
cage 90 degrees. The humidity is 
kept high by a spray in the cen- 
ter. 

The birds won't bathe in the pool 
beneath the spray, but prefer perch- 
ing on a nearby branch where they 
catch some of the water. 

Each Has Place in Cage. 

Watching them closely since they 
were placed in the cage, Kennon 
has noticed that each bird has set 


|off a part of the cage as his own 


and will not permit others to in-|

all about the place,” Kennon said. 
But there is no fussing over sun- 
light. All share the wire beneath 
the glass ceiling. 

Each bird has taken possession 
|of one or more feeding tubes in 
| his private area and refuses to per- 
mit others to share in his meal. 
| The birds are all fearless and will 
quickly attack when aroused by the 
sight of another bird eating at 
his neighbor's station. 

The most pugnacious in the col- 
lection is “Jack Dempsey,” cap- 
tured when he was 16 days old by 
Kennon in Illinois. “Jack feels 
I'm his daddy and won't let any 
of the others perch on my finger. 
They've learned now that Jack’s 
the master of the cage and must 
be obeyed,” Kennon continued. 
“Dempsey and the others have the 
same method of attack. They 
swoop down on an enemy and strike 
him with their breasts. That's the 
favorite method of keeping an in- 
truder away from a feeding tube 
in another = 


~.rd's private sanctum.” 

The eight birds from British 
Guinea include one golden-throat, 
four lLesson’s emeralds. whose 
throats are green, and three White- 
ley’s emeralds, distinguished by the 
white streak down the center of 
their throats. 


Life Limited in Captivity. 


So far as is known a humming 
bird cannot live longer than two 
years and three months in captiv- 
ity. Kennon hopes his will do bet- 
ter. 


They never have been known to 
breed in captivity, but it has been 
only eight years since humming 
birds were first collected for zoo 
exhibitions, Kennon said. “Experts 
used to say, ‘you can’t keep a hum- 
ming bird in captivity,’ but now we 
know better.” 


The birds are very delicate and 
have to be handled carefully. Four 
have died since the collection was 
established here. Of 22° humming 
birds sent here last August by air- 
plane from the West Coast, all but 
two were dead on arrival at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis airport. Kennon said 
sent feeding tubes to the dealer but 
no one fed the birds during the 
flight, consequently the majority 
died. One more died as it was be- 
ing removed and the last one suc- 
cumbed to pneumonia after two 
months, 

Just when the ruby throats in 
this area develop their character- 
istic color is not known, conse- 
quently Jack Dempsey is being 
watched very carefully as he ma- 
tures. Right now he has two ruby 
feathers on his throat. When he 
was taken from his nest by Ken- 
non he had no ruby feathers and 
only a tiny beak. Now his beak 
is an inch long and his body about 
two and one-quarter inches long. 
Females are slightly larger. 

Ruby Throats From South America 

Ruby throats migrate from South 
America to this area. Some even 
go north up to within 100 miles of 
the Arctic Circle. In all there are 
500 to 600 species of humming birds, 
most of them in the northern part 
of South America. One species on 
Patagonia is as large as a cardinal, 


Kennon was surprised to hear his 
charges sing shortly after they 
arrived. “They make many vocal 
noises, usually when they’re sitting 
in the sun,” he related. They also 
chatter at each other. 

Because of the constant motion 
of their wings, the humming bird 
develops enormous breast muscles, 
Kennon said. In proportion to the 
muscles of other birds, the hummer 
has the largest breast muscles. 

Kennon wants to continue his 
study of humming birds this spring 
by taking movies of them in their 
nests. He has asked that persons 
who notice the nests notify him at 
the zoo,

St. Louis Medical Society 
Committee to Draft Proposed 
Code for Missouri. 


The St. Louis Medical Society’s 
Section on Medical Economies de- 
cided last night to draft a code 
for integration of the profession in 
Missouri, possibly for submission to 
the next Legislature, to enable 
the physicians to become self- 
disciplining and_ self-governing, 
as the Missouri legal profession has 
become under the new rules of the 
State Supreme Court. 

Dr. Lee D. Cady, president of the 
Medical Society, said after the 
meeting that a_ tentative code 
would be drawn by the Society’s 
Legislative’s Committee in co-oper- 
ation with the economics section, 
but that it would remain for the 
society as a whole to act on the 
proposal. 

With favorable action by the St. 
Louis society, he said, the proposal, 
would be presented at the conven- 
tion of the Missouri Medical So- 
ciety several months hence. Person- 
ally, Dr. Cady said, he favored in- 
tegration of the profession so that 
each ‘person obtaining a medical li- 
cense would automatically become a 
member of a state-wide organiza- 
tion, having a governing body with 
disciplinary powers. 

Richmond C, Coburn and Wil- 
liam Croavdus, attorneys who were 
invited to the meeting to make sug- 
gestions based on the experience of 
the legal profession, recommended 
that the code be based on the ac- 
cepted rules of ethics of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 

They suggested establishment of 
a governing board with authority to 
file complaints against illegal prac- 
tice of medicine, following code de- 
finition of what constituted unau- 
thorized practice, and to file com- 
plaints also against physicians al- 
leged to have violated professional 
ethics. 

Another attorney, T. Hartley Pol- 
lock, described regulatory codes for 
the medical profession in 16 other 
states and the District of Columbia. 

The three lawyers volunteered to 
serve in an advisory capacity in the 
drafting of the proposed Missouri 
code.

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FRISCH WANTS 
HIS ATHLETES 
TO MAKE MORE 

USE OF SPEED 


By J. Roy Stockton.

BRADENTON, Fila. Feb. 28.— 
Alert base runners win many ball 
games and Manager Frankie Frisch 
of the Cardinals is going to have a 
better base running club the com- 
ing season than he had in 1935, if 
practice and more practice will 
make any difference. Indications 
are that the Redbirds will be one 
“of the fastest clubs in the league 
and the Fordham Flash, a great 
one on the paths in his prime, wants 
to see his club make the most of 
its .leetness of foot. 

Today the Cardinals will practice 
running from second. base to home 
plate on outfield singles. That 
sounds like a simple assignment, 
to run less than 180 feet while a 
ball is sailing from the bat to the 
outfield and before it can be re- 
layed to the plate, but many con- 
tests were lost last year because of 
the runner’s failure to reach his 
objective, which explains Frisch's 
interest in the proposition. 

Frisch spent much of yesterday 
morning’s drill trying to show the 
boys how to get a lead off second 
base. With Mike Ryba on the hill 
he had the players take turns at 
trying to get a running start from 
second to third. And with all the 
coaching, it was remarkable how 
difficult it was for the runners to 
tell when Mike was going to pitch 
to the plate and when he was going 
to wheel and hurl to Johnny Mize, 
who was covering second base. 

Of course, it made it more diffi- 
cult for the runners to have Mize 
standing on the bag. But as Frisch 
pointed out, a good pitcher and a 
good second baseman or shortstop 
could make the throw almost as 
quickly, and the object of the par- 
ticular drill was to get the runner 
to watch the pitcher. 

“There are several things the run- 
ner has to do,” Frisch coached his 
men. “He has to watch the pitch- 
er. Study him, the little movements 
he makes with his feet and his 
shoulders and his head. Study ev- 
ery pitcher from the bench and you 
will get to know what to expect 
from each, Then you have to watch 
the shortstop or second baseman, 
out of the corner of your eye, and it 
is absolutely necessary to keep your 
ears open for warnings from the 
coach. The point I’m trying to make 
is that your speed won’t do you 
any good unless you’re a smart base 
runner. You can get more stolen 
bases by outguessing the pitcher 
than you can by fast running and 
outguessing him is just being smart- 
er than he is. It’s not like flipping 
a coin. You have to study this 
game the same as you do any other 
business. And we don’t want any 
dummies around here.” 

In the drill today, the base run- 
ners will be taught to get a lead off 
second, to judge hits to the outfield 
and to take signs from the coach 
as they approach third, so they will 
know whether they ought to stop 
there or try to score, Even some of 
the veterans on the squad will be 
given intensive coaching in this 
phase of baseball, as several of the 
’ regulars have never learned to util- 
ize their speed. 

The training work is progressing 
satisfactorily. In fact, Frisch al- 
ready is thinking of giving the 
boys a little time to themselves. It 
won't be much, and it won’t be too 
soon, but if all goes well and the 
weather continues as good as it has 
been, there will -be no morning 
workout next Wednesday, prior to 
departure by bus for Miami, where 
the squad will sail Wednesday eve- 
ning for Havana. 

Another rookie attracted the at- 
tention of Frisch during the work- 
outs yesterday, as the Red Bird 
‘Manager saw Louie Scoffic, the 
Bloomington outfielder, ranging far 
-and wide for Gonzales’ fungoes. 
The young man came up to the 
Cardinals without much ballyhoo, 
_but he has shown extraordinary 
speed in the outfield and his hit- 
ting has been excellent. Of course, 
it is too early to take the hitting 
seriously, as the pitchers are merely 
throwing the ball over the plate, 
but the batting practice does dis- 
close the individual’s driving power. 
And Scoffic has been hitting long 
line drives. He hit .342 for Bloom- 
ington last year, and Burleigh 
Grimes, a pretty good judge of ball- 
players, said this winter that Scof- 
fic was ready for a big league trial. 

In fact, the recruits have shown 
sO much ability at the fundamen- 
, tals—running, fielding and throw- 
- ing—that hitting, after the pitchers 
begin to throw hooks speed balls, 
probably will be the big test, de- 
termining which of the youngsters 
will have to go back to the minors. 
However, it is encouraging to have 
a bunch of recruits which doesn’t 
include a single first-week flivver. 
In other words, all of the rookies 
look like major leaguers at this 
early ‘stage of the work—if they 
can. hit..

You see, someone had announced 
that the Tigers had been riddled by 
sickness and injury and that the 
contest, as such, probably would be 
an easy one for the Billikens, It 
looked as though the Billikens had 
swallowed the “bear-story”; they 
certainly played that way. If the 
Tigers were handicapped by illness, 
it was fortunate for St. Louis that 
they were for Coach Edwards’ team 
gave an excellent exhibition.

JAPAN FAVORED 

FOR NEXT MEET 
BY PRESIDENT OF 
OLYMPIC BOARD 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—The ques- 
tion of where to hold the 1940 
Olympic games is a simple one to 
Count Henri Baillet Latour of Bel- 
gium, president of the International 
Olympic Committee. 

“It is politically necessary to go 
once to the Far East,” he said to- 
day as he tarried here en route to 
Tokio to appraise Japan’s plans for 
seeking the 1940 games and to in- 
spect the facilities for holding 
them. 

The recent assassinations and re- 
volt in Tokio and the antipathy of 
some European countries toward 


‘sending their athletes so far from 


home disturb Count Latour not at 
all, he said. 
Can Keep Teams at Home. 

“The Olympics are an interna- 
tional thing. They never have been 
held in the Orient. The Japanese 
bid is the first ever received from 
that area. European countries 
which do not wish to compete in 
Japan can keep their teams at 
home. They do not have to at- 
tend. But it is up to the nations 
themselves. I am absolutely neu- 
tral.” 

The Count arrived yesterday from 
Europe. He declined to com- 
ment on the military uprising in 
Japan. He announced he would 
sail from San Francisco March 5 
as he had planned. He must re- 
port to his committee in Berlin next 
summer on Tokio’s bid. He also 
refrained from comment on the 
rival bid from Helsingfors, Finland, 
or the so far informal suggestion 
that New York might hold the 
games in connection with the 
world’s fair planned here in 1939. 

His chief worry was about Tokio 
weather. 

“IT haven't been in Japan since 
1911,” he said. “I hear it is very 
hot there in September. The 
Olympics should have two months 
of not-too-hot weather. Then there 
is the question of Japan’s vacation 
time and the duration of its school 
year. But no doubt the Japanese 
would close their schools at any 
time convenient to the Olympic 
committee. 

“The Japanese are so keen,” he 
hurried on. 

Crawl Stroke Is Passe. 

“Once they ignored all sports. 
Only eight years ago they took up 
winter sports. At Garmisch-Parten- 
kirchen last month they were 
everywhere, photographing the com- 
petitors constantly. I believe they 
use slow motion cameras to copy 
good form exactly. 

“The Japanese changed swim- 
ming style with their motor boat 
form—head out of the water. We 
first saw it at Los Angeles. Did 
you ever see a motor boat with its 
nose im the sea? No, and so the 
crawl is passe.” 

Count Latour said there was 
“nothing to complain about” in the 
conduct of the recent winter games 
in Germany. 

“There was not the slightest po- 
litical allusion,” he said. “Every- 
thing was marvelous.”

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NEW DEVICE SENDS 
PHUTUS BY TELEPHONE 


Portable Machine Used by 
Associated Press to Speed 
Picture Service. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—A portable 
machine which would enable pho- 
tographs taken at the scene of news 
events to be sentout immediately 
over the nearest telephone line has 
been dveloped by the Associated 


Press to augment its regular wire- 
photo service. 

With use of this comparatively 
light machine, small e..ough to fit 
in an ordinary suitcase, a reporter 
in the field may transmit a pho- 
tograph by telephone wire to the 
nearest Associated Press wirephoto 
bureau for retransmission on the 
network. The machine has a de- 
vice to permit the automatic en- 
largement of pictures as originally 
transmitted and thus eliminate de- 
lay caused by carrying enlarging 
equipment, 

Ip the process an ordinary glossy 
print is fastened to a_ revolving 
drum and light rays are passed 
through a condensing lens and fo- 
cused on the print. The light is 
reflected through an objective lens 
onto a photoelectric cell, where it 
is combined with an 1800-cycle sig- 
nal. Next it goes through an am- 
plifier and the 1800-cycle signal is 
inducted to a telephone line, through 
which a long-distance call already 
has been placed. The machine’s cur- 
rent is supplied by a storage bat- 
tery so that an electrical outlet is 
not needed. 

A coil at the receiving end of the 
telephone wire picks up the induct- 
ed signal, which is put through am- 
plifiers operating a recording lamp 
and synchronization system. The 
lamp records the picture on photo- 
graphic paper. 

It is planned to place a machine 
in each of 25 cities, about doubling 
the number of cities in which send- 
ing stations are situated. The ap- 
paratus will be available for quick 
transport to any point in the area 
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embodied in the present wirephoto 
equipment are retained in the port- 
able machine. Aside from the dif- 
ferences in size and mobility the 
chief difference is in the line screen 
which forms the picture pattern.

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KING EDWARD’S HEAD 
MEASURED FOR CROWN 


Preparations Already Underway for 
Coronation Ceremonies That 
Will Be Held Next Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 28.—King Ed- 
ward’s head has been measured as 
one of the first steps in prepara- 
tions for coronation ceremonies to 
be held next year, possibly in 
June. 

The head measurements were 


taken to a small factory where the 
court jewelers will adjust the royal 
crown to fit. 

This is but one item in the task 
of getting ready for the coronation. 
Another is that the “court of 
claims” must meet to allot corona- 
tion duties and hear disputes on 
privilege. Claims will be made for 
the task of tasting the king’s wine 


to see that it isn’t poisoned; for the 
right to challenge to mortal com- 
bat anyone who declares the ‘king 
is not the rightful monarch; for the 
right to provide a glove for the 
king’s right hand; for the title of 
“master of the silver scullery.” 

Public interest in the ceremony 
has already begun to manifest it- 
self. Reservations for seats along 
the supposed route of the proces- 
sion are being made, more than @ 
year in advance, with money be- 
ing paid down in some instances. 

Westminster Hospital, which has 
capitalized on three past coronation 
ceremonies, is to erect a grand- 
stand seating more than 2000 per- 
sons. 

By selling seats at Queen Vic 
toria’s coronation the hospital 
gained $20,000. The crowning of 
King Edward VII placed $35,000 in 
the hospital’s treasury and $65,000 
was netted in 1911 when King 
George was formally invested with 
the authority of the throne.

LIBEL JUDGMENT AGAINST 
INSURANCE COMPANY UPHELD 


Appeals: Court Affirms $6001 
Award to Omaha Risk Firm 
That Sued Aetna Life. 


A judgment for $6001, awarded 
by a Federal Court jury at Omaha 


against the Aetna Life Insurance 
Co, of Connecticut, in favor of the 
Mutual Benefit Health & Accident 
Association of Omaha, which had 
alleged libel, was affirmed in a de- 
cision handed down today by the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

The suit was based on a letter 

written to Aetna agents April 6, 
1931, by J. E. S. Buchanan, general 
agent for the company at Portland, 
Ore., containing remarks pertain- 
ing to the Omaha company for use 
by Aetna agents in selling insur- 
ance. Damages of $600,000 were 
sought. The jury awarded $6000 
damages on account of general loss 
of business by the plaintiff and 
$1 for injury to its business credit 
and standing. 
The Aetna company contended 
that while Buchanan was not au- 
thorized to write such a letter, he 
had done so without malice; that 
the remarks were based on state- 
ments in an insurance magazine of 
general publication and that Bu- 
chanan’s letter was a privileged 
communication. The opinion of 
the appellate court pointed. out 
that “exemplary damages could be 
allowed when a publication is made 
in reckless disregard of the rights 
of a person, although not inspired 
by ill will, spite or intent to in- 
jure.”

Cucumber Cocktail. 

Pare, chill and dice one cucum- 
ber and add six pared diced radish- 
es, eight tiny button onions cut in 
halves, and two tablespoons chopped 
pimientos. Have the ingredients 
very cold. Just before serving cov- 
er with a dressing made of one- 
half cup salad oil, five drops of ta- 
basco sauce, one tablespoon chili 
sauce, five tablespoons vinegar, half 
a tablespoon mustard and one tea- 
spoon of grated horseradish. 

Baked Peas and Radishes. 

One cup sliced unpeeled radishes. 

Two-and one-half cups cooked 
peas. 

Four slices bacon. 

Salt and pepper. 

Three-fourths cup thin cream or 
rich milk. 

Cook radishes for four or five 
minutes in the boiling liquid from 
the peas and drain. Add peas to 
radishes.

Two egg whites beaten stiff. 

Four tablespoons sugar. 

Mix together thoroughly and 
cook over hot water until thick- 
ened the beaten egg yolks, sugar, 
salt, orange juice and evaporated 
milk. Then add the grated orange 
rind. Cool and turn into a serv- 
ing dish over the orange slices.

should know her vitamins is 
that, without special care, two 
of them may be lost in preparing 
or cooking the foods that contain 
them. These perishable vitamins 
are the highly essential two called 
Band C. And not only may they 
be lost, but the human body is un- 
able to store up much, if any, re- 
serve of these two vitamins. This 
makes it important to replenish our 
supply every day. 

To do this, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
a matter of knowing two things: 
First which foods to choose for 
their content of vitamins B and C; 
and, second, how to prepare these 
foods for the table with the least 
possible loss of their vitamin values. 
Many of the foods we usually cook 
contain both these vitamins. 


Vitamin B. 

Vitamin B, although it comes sec- 
ond in the alphabet, was the first 
vitamin discovered. It is now known 
to play an important part in main- 
taining good appetite and good 
muscle “tone” in the intestinal tract. 
Lack of vitamin B, in extreme cases, 
is the cause of a kind of paralysis 
long known, especially in the Orient,' 
as beriberi. In fact, it was a scien- 
tist’s observation of this disease, 
and the diet of the people who had

most of them do not contain very 
much. Some of the best sources are 
the common vegetables, such as po- 
tatoes, sweet potatoes, carrots, par- 
snips, cabbage and greens of various 
kinds. Practically all the vegetables 
contain it. Beans and peas are good 
sources because we eat the whole 
seed, including the germ portion. 
Whole-grain cereals are also good 
sources. Lean meat, liver and other 
edible organs furnish vitamin B; 
fruits furnish a little, and so does 
milk, 
Vitamin C. 

Vitamin C, when it was discov- 
ered, provided the answer to an age- 
old problem. From ancient times 
on down, the world knew a plague 
which had finally come to be under- 
stood as due to poor diet. This 
plague was scurvy. It afflicted 
armies, the crews of sailing ships, 
explorers, all who had to do without 
fresh fruits and vegetables for a 
considerable time. Lemon juice was 
found to prevent scurvy, and the 
British Navy provided lemons as a 
compulsory part of the sailors’ ra- 
tions. But nobody knew why the 
lemons were effective. 

Now we know that scurvy is the 
acute form of that kind of malnu- 
trition which comes from lack of 
vitamin C. All the citrus fruits, 
oranges, grapefruit, tangerines, 
limes, as well as lemons, are rich 
sources of vitamin C, and it was 
this vitamin in the lemons that pro- 
tected the British sailors from scur- 
vy. Mild forms of scurvy are not 
uncommon now, bringing sore gums, 
loose teeth and sore joints, the de- 
gree of trouble depending on the 
degree of the shortage of vitamin C 
in the diet of the people affected. 

No Scurvy Now. 

Tn this country and in our times, 
however, adults can easily get foods 
that furnish the vitamin C they 


are. Most fruits and vegetables fur- 
nish more or less of this vitamin, 
and some are very rich sources, if 
used fresh and without cooking. 
The citrus fruits are at the top of 
the list, and with them come toma- 
toes, which are good sources of vita- 
min C even after they are cooked 
or canned. Other fruits and vege- 
tables, however, lose so much of 


this vitamin if cooked that nutri- 
tionists advise us to depend chiefly 
on those we use without cooking, 
fresh fruit or fruit juices, fruit or 
raw vegetable salads, including; for 
example,, such vegetables as cab- 
bage, carrots, turnips, radishes, etc., 


along with the salad greens. 
Babies, since they live so largely 
on milk, are»at once affected if 


their food does not provide enough 
vitamin C. Pasteurized milk does 
not provide it, because the little of 


this vitamin that raw milk con- 
tains is destroyed by heat in the 
pasteurizing process. Breast-fed 
babies get all the vitamin C their 
mothers’ milk contains, but nutri- 
tionists say all babies nowadays 
should also have orange juice or 
tomato juice every day, as a pre- 
caution against the sore gums that 
are the first sign of scurvy. 

Save Vitamin Values. 

Most of the foods that furnish 
vitamin B or vitamin C or both are 
the very ones we usually cook. In 
meats, whole-grain cereals, dried 
beans and peas, it is vitamin B we 
have to reckon with in cooking. 
This vitamin dissolves in water, 
and is also sensitive to heat, al- 
though less easily destroyed than 
vitamin C. The chief precaution 
where vitamin B is concerned is to 
save and use the juices or cooking 
liquid. With meats this is easy, be- 
cause everybody enjoys the meat 
juices, either “as is’ or in gravy 
or soup. With cereals it is easy 
because the cooking water is all ab- 
sorbed. With dried beans and peas, 
also, the cooking water is absorbed, 
or is used in soup. 

With fresh vegetables, and with 
fruits, as a rule both vitamins B 
and C are involved, and there is a 
precaution to be taken in preparing 
these foods for use either cooked 
or uncooked.

Therefore, says the bureau, don’t 
Squeeze out fruit juices ahead of 
serving time. Thev lose vitamin 
value, and flavor, too, on standing. 
Serve Fruits Raw. 

As to cooking the fresh fruits 
and vegetables to avoid undue 
losses of vitamins B and C, the first 
rule is the same as for vitamin B 
alone: Save the juice or the cook- 
ing liquid to get the vitamins and 
also some minerals that are dis- 
solved in it. In fact, use just as 
little water as possible to begin 
with, so there may be no more 
liquid left than may easily be 
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served with the vegetable or the 
fruit, as the case may be. 

The second rule is to cook quick- 
ly. Not only does water dissolve 
both these vitamins, but heat de- 
stroys C very rapidly, and increases 
the loss of B. Cook in as little 
water as possible, for as short a 
time as possible—i. e., no longer 
than necessary to make the vege- 
table tender and paiatabie. 

The third rule is: Do no cook 
vegetables with soda if you want 
to keep the vitamin values. Soda, 
which is an alkali, destroys both 
vitamins B and C., 

Some of the vegetables and 
fruits, when cooked, retain their 
vitamin values better than others, 
tomatoes probably best of all. The 
acid in the tomato lessens the loss 
of vitamin C, so that cooked or 
canned tomatoes furnish much of 
their original vitamin content. In 
some degree this is true, also, of 
canned grapefruit, canned pineap- 
ple and canned peaches. 


Cranberry Jelly. 
Pick over and wash one quart 


cranberries. Add one cup boiling 
water. Cover and boil about 10 
minutes or until all berries. burst. 
Press through sieve or fruit press. 
To the juice and pulp add two cups 
(one pound) sugar and bring to 


boiling point, stirring so that sugar 
is dissolved. Let boil three or four 
minutes. Pour immediately into 
wet molds or sterilized glasses.

LITTLE USED MEATS 
PROVIDE NEW DISHES 


Liver, Kidneys and Sweetbreads 
an Aid to Budget Beside 
Being Very Tasty. 


ways been the province of for- 
eign chefs who long ago learned 
the value of turning out dishes made 
with liver, kidneys or sweetbreads. 

We have only recently, thanks to 
our scientists, learned the true value 
of these foods, their copper, iron 
and phosphorus content. In addi- 
tion we have learned that these 
very palatable portions of meat 
have another attribute, that of at- 
tractive low cost which every wom- 
an who is making any sort of ef- 
fort to balance the budget will ap- 
preciate. 

Details Important. 

Because these meats are delicate 
and distinctive in flavor, little de- 
tails of handling are important. 
The skin should always be removed 
from liver and it should be cooked 
slowly at low temperature unless 
you want something that looks and 
tastes like first cousin to leather. 
The fatty tissues should be re- 
moved from kidneys and the thin 
encasing membrane from _ sweet- 
breads. Soak and.parboil kidneys 
and sweetbreads for best flavor and 
color. For sweetbreads the water 
should be acidulated by the addi- 
tion of lemon juice or vinegar. 
Zestful seasonings complete the 
task of making these delicately tex- 
tured meats really delicious. You 
will want to include at least one of 
the meach week in your menu. 

Breaded Liver. 

One pound liver, cut in one-half 
inch slices. 

One eggz. 

One tablespoon water. 

Bread crumbs. 

Juice of one-half lemon. 

Three-fourths tablespoon salt. 

Pepper. 

Wipe liver with a damp cloth. Re- 
move skin and tough fiber (first 
loosen with very sharp knife, then 
pull off carefully with the fingers). 
Dip in crumbs and then in slightly 
beaten egg to which has been add- 
ed water, lemon juice, and season- 
ings; dip into crumbs again and 
saute in hot fat, browning on both 
sides; reduce temperature and cook 
slowly for 10 minutes. Serve with 
tomato or creole sauce. Serves five. 

Stewed Kidneys and Rice. 

One cup rice. 

Eight fresh lamb kidneys. 

One onion. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Salt and pepper. 

Skin, and soak kidneys in ice 
water for 10 minutes. Cut into 
half-inch pieces and put in a cup 
of water to stew. Cook slices of 
onion with them, then salt and pep- 
per, letting them get perfectly ten- 
der, but not mushy. Cook well 
washed rice in two quarts of wa- 
ter; when half done drain it 
through a colander, put it in a 
saucepan and set it on the back of 
the stove. Let it steam for half 
an hour or more. Add a little but- 
ter to the kidneys, and pour over 
the rice; the blandness of the rice 
combines well with al! the meat 
“sundries.” Eight servings. 

Fried Sweetbreads. 

Remove loose membrane from 
sweetbreads, cover with cold water, 
and soak one-half hour. Drain, 
cover with boiling water, allowing 
one teaspoon salt and one and one- 
half tablespoons vinegar to each 
quart of water. Simmer 20 min- 
utes, remove from heat and cool. 
For specially good flavor, marinate 
sweetbreads in French dressing, 
with sliced onions, for one hour 
after parboiling and draining. Wipe 
marinated (or plain) sweetbreads 
perfectly dry for frying. Dip in 
crumbs then in beaten egg, then 
again in crumbs and drop into deep 
hot fat or oil heated to (360 de- 
gree) in frying kettle, and cook 
until golden brown. Drain on 
brown paper or paper towels, and 
serve immediately on a hot platter. 
Mushroom Sauce for Sweetbreads. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-half cup cream. 

Three-quarters cup canned sliced 
mushrooms. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup liquor drained from 
mushrooms. 

Melt butter, add flour, and com- 
bine well. Add cream, salt, and 
liquor from mushrooms. Cook, stir- 
ring constantly until mixture bub- 
bles and is thick and creamy. Add 
mushrooms and continue cooking 
for a minute longer. 


Onion Soup With Cheese. 

Three ounces’- grated ™ Italian 
cheese. 

Three tablespoons shortening. 

One quart boiling water. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Four small onions. 

One tablespoon flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Ten rounds toasted bread. 

Slice onions thinly. Brown in 
shortening. Add flour and cook two 
minutes. Add boiling water and 
seasoning. Boil i0 minutes. Cut 
bread in one-third inch slices. Shape 
into rounds with a biscuit cutter. 
Place rounds of bread in hot soup 
tureen or individual soup plates. 
Pour boiling mixture over rounds of 
toasted bread. (Toasted rye bread 
may be used). Sprinkle half the 
grated cheese over top. The re- 
maining cheese should be served in 
a separate dish to be added to soup 
as desired. Serves six.

LUNCHEON SOUPS ARE 
HEARTENED BY CHEESE 


Leftovers May Be Disguised 
Very Gracefully by the 
Added Cheese. 


One of the most difficult problems 
for the housewife during the Lenten 
season is to lend variety to well 


known dishes made with cheese, 
eggs and fish. 

Cheese is an important product 
since it is one-fourth protein and 
so makes a good substitute for the 
meat protein. Cheese is valuable 
not only for its protein content but 
also, since it is made from milk, 
because it contains a goodly amount 
of calcium and vitamin A, 

Add to Soups. 

Souffles and combination dishes 
are all well and good but many 
housewives overlook the possibili- 
ties of cheese in soups and since 
the midday meal is usually the most 
difficult one to plan here is a real 
suggestion. Leftover bits of fish, 
vegetables or cereals can be made 
into an appetizing soup with the 
aid of cheese and a bit of onion, un- 
legs there are vehement objections 
from the family. To enhance still 
further the good qualities of these 
soups which no one will recognize 
as leftovers, croutons, crackers or 
snowy popcorn may be served with 
each portion. 

Here are some recipes showing 
how cheese may be used to good 
advantage in soups of many kinds. 

Cheese and Celery Soup. 

One and one-half ounce grated

One can celery soup. 

One tablespoon butter.

example of what he said occurred 
in one of the piecework operations 
in the Goodyear plant, strikingly 
illustrative of why labor, as he says, 
regards its struggle as a battle for 
self-preservation. 

What Machine Has Done. 

“Back in 1928 there were 23 men 
working in the tire curing pool. 
They cured about 2300 tires in an 
eight-hour day and made a total 
of $156.40. 

“Today, thanks to machines, only 
16 men work in that pool. They 
work six hours a day and turn out 
from 3400 to 3600 tires. Yet they 
only get $113.60. 

“The company has increased its 
reward by more than 1000 tires a 
day—yet labor gets less and loses 
some of its men besides. Even the 
16 who are left of the original 23 
only get 30 cents a day more a 
man.” 

The strikers contend that per 
capita »roduction at the plant has 
doubled since 1918 yet the worker 
receives less in proportion to nis 
labor. Production has been aug- 
mented, they point out, not only by 
the installation of labor-saving ma- 
chinery but by “speed-up” devices, 
including piece work cuts on dif- 
ferent operations ranging from 10 
to 15 per cent. 

Union members object also to the 
presence of a big squad of 
“trainees,” recruited from colleges 
which they assert the company uses 
in different operations, sometimes 
supplanting workmen who have 
been laid off. 


Immediate Cause of Strike. 

The incident which resulted in the 
strike, which however had been 
brewing for months, occurred in 
the tire room when 600 men went 
on a “sit down strike,” reporting 
for duty but refusing to work as 
a protest against wage decreases 
and the dismissal of about 60 of 
their fellow workers. The men were 
fired, the union contends, because 
of organizing activities. 

The strikers, who claim an enroll- 
ment of 7000, have received recruits 
since the strike began. But regard- 
less of the number, the effective- 
ness of the organization is every- 
where apparent 

Stand of Company Head. 

With the local authorities patently 
helpless to halt the. conflict, city 
officials and private citizens have 
appealed to P. W. Litchfield, presi- 
dent of the company, to negotiate. 
In a prepared statement, -he re 
plied: “The suggestion that the 
management confer with represen- 
tatives who take this means of 
enforcing their demands would be 
a surrender of the rights of citizen- 
ship and a recognition of mob vio- 
lence as a means of negotiation as 
against the processes of duly con- 
stituted government.” 

The “seat of constituted author- 
ity,” Litchfield asserted, “has been 
forcibly removed from our City 
Hall and Courthouse to the center 
of the mob that mills before our 
gates.” 

Employer’s Viewpoint. 

The writer called at the Goodyear 
plant to see President Litchfield 
but was unable to gain access to 
him. His secretary, however, later 
in the day, sent a representative 
to the writer’s hotel to present the 
company’s viewpoint. 

The company, it was explained, 
regards the strikers as “an organ- 
ized minority” from about 14,000 
employes, exclusive of office work- 
ers and petty bosses. Most of its 
employes, the company stated, were 
eager to work, had sent committees 
to Gov. Davey urging that their 
right to work be protected. 

Wages and working conditions 
were unexcelled in the rubber in- 
dustry, it was stated, while the pol- 
icy of the company toward its em- 
ployes has reflected “a philosophy 
of co-operation.” Individual earn- 
ings at the plant averaged $1379 
in 1934 and $1489 for the first 10 
months of 1935. 

Production has increased, the 
company stated, but its spokesman 
observed that “mechanization has 
resulted in less effort for the men.” 
It was estimated that reductions in 
the piece-work rate averaged 
“about 10 per cent” and conceded 
that such reductions afforded “a 
stimulus to production.” 

The 60 tire workers, whose dis- 
missal was one of the immediate 
causes of the strike, were “laid off,” 
not for union activities, the com- 
pany stated, but because of a sea- 
sonal slump induced by holding the 
automobile shows several months 
earlier than usual. The more re- 
cent employes were laid off, the 
company said. 

The union of employes, referred 
to by the strikers as “a company 
union” and by the company as 
“the industrial assembly” was cre- 
ated, it was stated, to bring about 
the amicable discussion and adjust- 
ment of differences “in a spirit of 
co-operation” with final settlement 
power remaining in the hands of 
the company’s directorate. 

Equipped with . pass, issued at

BIRTH CONTROL AS 


Wis Organizers Actively Aiding Goodyear SOCIETY MENACE 


~ Tire & Rubber Co. Employes Who Have 
) Tied Up Plant. 


Author Tells Educators 
That America Is ‘Breeding 
From the Bottom and 
Dying at the Top.’ 


School superintendents, at the 
closing session of their national 
convention in Municipal Auditdrium 
Opera House yesterday, heard Will 
Durant argue that birth control 
menaced the foundations of Ameri- 
can society and government. 

America, the well-known author 
and lecturer declared, “is breeding 
from the bottom and dying at the 
top,” and by “the sly and devious 
process of birth control” is invit- 
ing the fate of ancient Rome, where 
“the upper half of society contra- 
cepted itself into destruction.” 

The meeting, ending the five-day 
convention of the Department of 
Superintendence, National Educa- 
tion Association, was planned as a 
public forum. A selected panel of 
six sat with the speaker and the 
presiding officer, J. W. Studebaker, 
United States Commissioner of 
Education, at tables on the plat- 
form. A microphone. was before 
each, and each commented on some 
phase of Durant’s 35-minute talk. 

Prof. Grave Challenges Point. 

None of the panel questioned 
Durant’s assertion that, through 
the practice of family-limitation, the 
nation was “breeding from the bot- 
tom.” But one denied that this 
meant necessarily any danger of 
“dying. at the top.” Caswell Grave, 
professor of zoology in Washing- 
ton University, debated the science 
of genetics with the speaker. Dr. 
Grave stoutly maintained that hu- 
man qualities of ability or mediocri- 
ty resulted from unpredictible com- 
binations of genes, or germ plasm 
elements transmitting traits. This, 
he said, made the production of hu- 
man beings resemble the dealing of 
a poker hand. “Most of the hands 
are largely inferior cards, you have 
to deal a million times to get a 
royal flush,” and in human breed- 
ing, royal-flush luck is as likely to 
befall parents of mediocrity as 
those of ability. 

Prof. Grave charged that Durant 
had learned his biology from “those 
who know no biology,” and had 
gone too far in the assumption that 
“like produces like:” Rabbits pro- 
duce rabbits, and fig trees produce 
figs, not thistles, “but it stops there, 
and genetics supports the saying of 
Lincoln, that the Lord loved the 
common people, because he made 
so many of them. Lincoln’s own 
parents were of the commonest. 
*“‘Who’s Who’ is full of the children 
of humble parents. Persons of abil- 
ity often breed mediocre children, 
and mediocrity often produces chil- 
dren of marked ability.” 

Durant’s Reply to Grave. 

Durant declared himself “amazed 
at Dr. Grave’s political biology,” 
and a hammer-and-tongs discussion 
between the two ensued, in which 
the names of leading teachers of 
that science—Morgan, Jennings and 
others—and the titles of authorita- 
tive books, .were cited. 

“Somebody always has to bring 
in Lincoln,” Durant said. “Study

mon people themselves make them. 
I know nothing about poker, but I

Morgan, and I deny that genetics 
warrants Dr. Grave’s conclusions. 
“What about animal breeding?” 
Durant continued. “When you want 
a fast horse, do you breed from a 
racer or a plow horse? Ability is 
transmitted—not always, it is true, 
because an able man may marry a 
foolish woman, or vice versa. In 
the vast majority of cases, excep- 
tional men had parents of moder- 
ate distinction. It takes several 
generations to produce real ability, 
subject always to the chance that 
the ability may be swamped in 
crossing, and revert to mediocrity.” 


Grave Refers to Jennings. 


“I refer you,” Grave retorted, “to 
Jennings of Johns Hopkins, who 
knows as much genetics in five min- 
utes as others do in a day. If we 
had the intelligence and the au- 
thority to breed human beings as 
we breed horses, we might get 
some results, as in some old fam- 
ilies of England there have been 
good results from the mating of 
certain qualities; but after all, no 
one knows what kind of human 
being is best to breed.” 

The other members of the panel 
were Supt. Carroll R. Reed of Min- 
neapolis; Bess Rogers Clement, 
school principal of Clarksdale, 
Miss.; Supt. Millard C. Lefler of 
Lincoln, Neb.; Harry J. O’Neill, 
head of the Department of Econom- 
ics, St. Louis University, and Rabbi 
Samuel Thurman of United Hebrew 
Temple, St. Louis. Besides their 
questions and comments, questions 
from the floor were received: and 
discussed by Durant in a final 15- 
minute period. "

LONDON, Feb. 28.— King Leo- 
pold of Belgium walked into the 
London Cafe Royal just after 11 
o’clock one recent night and or- 
dered beer.

ITALY VIRTUALLY WITHDRAWS 
FROM NAVAL CONFERENCE 


Assumes Non-Co-Operative Attitude Because 
of Sanctions—England Favors Bilateral 
Agreements As Last Resort. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 28.—The Naval 
Limitation Conference, which 
opened in December with five 
World Powers represented, has be- 
come for all practical purposes, a 
three-Power parley. 

Italy’s announcement to Great 
Britain that it was not now pre- 
pared to sign a naval limitation 
treaty was interpreted in confer- 
ence quarters as indicating a non- 
co-operative attitude on the part of 
Premier Mussolini’s envoys, from 
now on. The stumbling block to 
Italian participation is sanctions. 

Japan withdrew from the confer- 
ence six weeks ago because the 
other Powers would not consent to 
Japanese parity in naval strength. 

The British were disappointed 
and bitter, feeling Italy ought to 
have taken its action at the start, 
instead of at the end of the con- 
ference. 

The American attitude was re- 
flected in the statement of sources 
close to the American delegation 
that they hoped to complete their 
work quickly and start home. 

Great Britain, apparently unwill- 
ing to have the conference adjourn 
without some record of accomplish- 
ment, was reported ready to turn 
to bilateral negotiations in an ef- 
fort to obtain agreement. 

A treatry, effective next Jan. 1 


for probably six years, is contem- 
plated by the British plan. It would 
provide: 

Limitation of battleships to a 
maximum of 35,000 tons and 14- 
inch guns. 

Limitations for each type of 
ship following the outline of a 
treaty now under discussion. 

No restrictions on the number 
of ships of each type that could 
be built, except possibly that each 
Power would be allowed only two 
or three new battleships. 

The plan for bilateral agreements 
would involve initial discussions 
with the Americans and Germans, 
Then with Russia, Japan, France 
and Italy. All the nations would 
initial a draft treaty providing for 
an annual exchange of information 
on building programs and limitation 
of the sizes and types of ships. 

The present conference would be 
adjourned until near the end of the 
year and, if bilateral negotiations 


meet in London to sign the treaty 
they had initialed. 

A French-American discussion of 
battleship limitation only empha- 
sized the determination of France 
to continue to oppose a_ 35,000-ton 
maximum unless the size were re- 
duced after 1940. That would not

The pressure of human bodies, both 
black and white, would be relaxed to- 
ward sundown, when it was known that 
the office personnel had departed by way 
of an improvised exit through a base- 
ment window. Then many of them slept 
in the ‘warm courthouse in order to be 
in the vanguard of the rush next day. 

Failure of relief supplies to go around 
on former ration days was cause enough 
for the struggle for place. The relief of- 
fice opens. upon an unventilated and un- 
lighted basement hallway about 15 by 30 
feet. It is here that the worst jams have 
occurred. I have got far enough through 
the overflow and down the basement 
stairway to see dimly over the human 
mass. Of course, the Black Hole of Cal- 
cutta is suggested to one’s mind. 

The prolonged severe cold, permitting 
no farm work, following almost the worst 
cotton and corn crop in our history, ac- 
counts for a relief load comprising a 
fourth of our population. The failure of 
the committee and relief personnel to 
function creditably accounts for the con- 
fusion. The committee members have 
suffered punctured ego, from which they 
will shortly recover, while poor people by 
thousands have suffered cold and hun- 
ger. Those who have been fortunate 
enough to get on the relief rolls and 
lucky enough to get into the office have 
received about 5 cents a day to keep 
body and soul together. 

Now we are having committee meet- 
ings almost every day because we are 
apprehensive lest these hungry people 
may raid a store or steal from us too ob- 
trusively, We are making valiant efforts 
to get all land owners to feed labor resi- 
dent on their farms, and we are having 
pretty good success. It is necessary be- 
cause of the meagerness of funds avail- 
able to cut off every “client” that can 
possibly find a “boss man” to feed him. 

I have been interested to observe when 
we are sifting the application forms, that 
an applicant who has named as his last 
employer a factory or other industrial 
concern gets our O K without question. 
No one has suggested that we try to in- 
duce his factory to feed him in his en- 
forced idleness. We are mostly farmers 
down here and so backward that we ac- 
cept the responsibility to care for our 
labor during enforced idleness. 

This is Sunday. We were unable even 
to talk with all the applicants that 
crowded the door yesterday. For a time, 
I sat at the table and assumed the bur- 
den of saying “yes” or “no” to hungry 
suppliants. Limited funds forced me to 
say “no” about as often as “yes.” Was I 
in a hot spot? I truly believe I should 
have collapsed under the strain had I 
stayed with it. Do you think I am com- 
fortable today, wondering how those are 
faring to whom I gave nothing but “no” 
to take back to their families? 

I think we have a splendid citizenship 
and usually we develop good leadership. 
We have failed miserably in this emer- 
gency. Most of our more fortunate peo- 
ple have no idea of what is going on. 
If we could all serve on relief commit- 
tees, perhaps we might be jarred out of 
old thought patterns in time to preserve 
the security we now enjoy. I am amazed 
at the patience and docility of these poor

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QUESTIONS FOR MR. ROPER. 

The departmental guillotine has fallen upon the 
official necks of Frederick L. Adams, chief investi- 
gator, and H. McCoy Jones, senior navigation officer 
of the Bureau of Navigation and Steamboat Inspec- 
tion. 
The charge is insubordination. It seems that last 
January, Adams and Jones, without authorization, 
released for publication a report charging that lives 
of passengers on American ships are not properly 
safeguarded. It called for immediate action to cor- 
rect a “very serious” situation “before any more ma- 
jor disasters occur on American flag ships.” 
In vain did Joseph B. Weaver, chief of the depart- 
ment in which Adams and Jones were the next rank- 
ing members, plead for his subordinates. Mr. @Veaver 
took full responsibility for the so-called “ill-advised 
and premature publication” of the report and rec- 
ommended that the two men be retained. 
It appears that Weaver, Adams and Jones for a 
long.time have been campaigning for better safety 
measures on American ships. According to Adams, 
they have encountered “serious and determined op- 
position from higher officials of the Department of 
Commeree ... who at all times have made it diffi- 
cult for us to carry out our plans for the improve- 
ment of the service. ...” 
Let us assume that, because of their intense inter- 
est in their work, Adams and Jones were fired with 
excessive zeal; that they grossly. violated depart-

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NO MORE POLICE COURT BROADCASTS. 

Mayor Dickmann deserves commendation for his 
order discontinuing radio broadcasts of police court 
proceedings, effective after tomorrow. As has been 
pointed out, such broadcasts tend to make a “circus” 
of court proceedings, they are offensive to good taste, 
they may injure innocent parties by presenting only 
part of the proceedings, they may defeat justice 
through reluctance of witnesses to testify before a 
microphone, they may be made vehicles of publicity 
for officials figuring in the proceedings.

It is hardly necessary to prove that the ex- 
penditures are pleasant. They are distribut- 
ing billions of dollars throughout the Union, 

roviding income for millions of persons, 
Carrying forward thousands of useful, or at 
least desirable, projects—all these things 
without putting the local politicians or the 
local taxpayers to the trouble of paying for 
them. States, cities and villages are bal- 
ancing their own budgets without retrench- 
ment or new taxes because of this incom- 
ing stream of Federal funds. 

Thus, it is not merely in pressure groups, 
the veterans, the farmers, the unemployed, 
that the resistance to economy originates. 
The resistance is even stronger from ‘the 
local party machines. For these Federal 
funds have the magical power of helping 
the local politicians to govern by means of 
what ® in substance a Federal subsidy. 
It is from the local machines that the 
most stubborn opposition to a balanced 
budget is coming. For they comprise the 
men who actually run the organizations that 
nominate and elect Presidents, Senators and 
Representatives. And among them, as long 
as the money lasts, every consideration of 
immediate self-interest, which means car- 
rying the next election, dictates that the ex- 
penditures shall contfnue unabated.

T tin great trouble with the national 


It is not so well understood that the other 
main reason why the national Government 
is unable to stop or even to reduce this out- 
pouring of Federal funds is that the money 
comes easily. As far as the bulk of the 
voters are concerned, it seems to come lit- 
erally out of the thin air. Take the fiscal 
year 1935, the one which ended June 30 
last, beca we have all the figures for that 
year. The Government spent $7,300,000,000. 
Of this sum, $3,800,000,000, or a little more 
than half, was raised by taxes. So the Gov- 
ernment had a deficit of $3,500,000,000. 

But these figures do not tell the real story, 
the essential story which explains why the 
expenditures remain so large. The real story 
lies in the fact that less than one-fifth of 
all the money spent, less than 20 cents on 
every dollar, was raised by income, estate 
and gift taxes. And even that is not the 
practical truth of the matter. For of the 
$1,100,000,000 raised by income tax, only 
$527,000,000 was received from individuals, 
the rest having been paid by corporations. 
From the point of view of Congress, there- 
fore, it was only 7 cents in each dollar that 
had to be taken from voters who knew 
they were paying it. All the rest, nearly 
seven billion dollars in all, was raised by 
taxing inanimate corporations, by levying 
indirect taxes that the people pay but do 
not see, and by borrowing from the banks. 
This borrowing is particularly painless, be- 
cause no one even has to save the money, 
It is manufactured by the banks, : 

This is the root of the trouble and the 
reason every far-sighted person must be 
deeply concerned, How are pleasant ex- 
penditures, when they are financed without 
effort, to be reduced? Who is going to 
make himself sufficiently unpopular to an- 
tagonize all those who benefit when there 
are so few who will thank him? ‘These are 

the questions that haunt public men, most 

of whom know in their hearts that the rate 


can’t be far behind.

tically reduced if eventually there is not to 
be very serious trouble. But as between 
the many who know they like the expendi- 
tures and the relatively few who actually 
feel their cost, it is a hard choice for the 
man who hopes to be re-elected. 

There are two ways in’ which such ex- 
penditures can be stopped. The usual way, 
judging by past experience, is to let them 
continue until the trouble they must bring 
has actually arrived. 

The trouble may come in several different 
ways. It might take the form of a spec- 
tacular increase of retail prices, so that 
everyone would suddenly find that his wages 
or other income were incapable of paying 
his bills. It might take the form of a big 
rise in the rate of interest, which would 
mean a fall in the price of Government 
bonds, grave-trouble in the banks, the call- 
ing of loans, a collapse of the stock and 
commodity markets, and renewed runs on 
the banks. It might take other forms. But 
one thing is. certain: the continuation of 
deficits without.the prospect of ending them 
must inexorably produce trouble. 

When such trouble comes, then it will be- 
come obviously popular in Washington to 
retrench and to balance the budget. The 
budget balancers would no longer have the 
look of rather stingy cranks: they would 
be regarded as leaders in a fight to stabilize 
the cost of living, to save the banks, to help 
borrowers, to protect the bank depositors. 

But while trouble would produce the rem- 
edy, it is surely the unpardonable sin not 
to apply the remedy before the trouble 
comes, not to apply it for the express pur- 
pose of making sure that the trouble does 
not come., What is the remedy? 

* - + 


The remedy must, if it is to be effective, 
fit the problem. If expenditure is pleasant, 
it must be made unpleasant; if the raising 
of the money is easy, it must be made hard. 
In a word, no one should be taken seriously 
when he talks about budget balancing unless 
he proposes to do extremely unpopular 
things. If deficits were not popular, they 
would not continue. If stopping them were 
not unpopular, they would be stopped. Any- 
one can quit drinking castor oil and ipecac. 

Expenditures can be made unpopular only 
by insisting that the states match Federal 
contributions for public works and for relief 
in some substantial proportion, That is the 
sure, and probably the only, way to put on 
the brakes, Let the states put up a dollar 
of their own for every dollar they ask from 
Washington; let them even put up 50 cents, 
and spending will begin to lose its charms. 

The other sure way to make expenditure 
unpopular is to repeal some of the indirect 
taxes and substitute for them income taxes 
on small incomes. The man of small means 
could not and should not pay more than he 
pays today. But he would know that he is 
paying it. And when he knows it, spending 
will lose some more of its charm. 

It will not be by abstract argument, nor 
by elegies on the subject of thrift, nor even 
by solemn warnings, that this situation can 
be brought under control. It will be neces- 
sary to make spending unpopular, and the 
way to do that is to make the recipients 
put up real money of their own if they 
are to get Federal money, and through di- 
rect taxes to bring home to large body of 
voters the fact, now hidden from them, that 
their money is being spent.

Sympathy as 
Purely Selfish 
Way to Wisdom 


Faith in Others Leads to a 
Richer and Larger Spiritual 
Life.

J iain in always admired the vil- 
lain ina story. (G’wan! None of 
your self-righteous sniffing! 
You know perfectly well that you 
feel the same way yourself!) 

Moreover, though I couldn’t prove 
it, I was sure that this was the 
right way to feel.

And for 
which I shall have 
to pay heavily. 
But in this matter 
of liking people 
regardless of their 
moral, I have al- 
ways felt gorge- 
ously justified. 

Yes, maybe they 
did figure far 
more often on the police blotter 
than the social register. Still, darn 
it, I liked ‘em. And it made me 
feel good to like ’em. It filled me 
with a/“cheerfulness I never felt 
while giving them the Dog Eye, 
which as a Respectable Citizen it 
was my duty to do. It also made 
me feel brave and adventuresome— 
as if I had discovered a splendid 
new dimension of human experi- 
ence. And a new and better way of 
living. 

Of course, the Bible indorsed that 
sort of thing. But you know how 
it is with the Bible. All very well 
to quote for effect. But as to put- 
ting its battling philosophy into 
practice—whoops, my dearie! 

Yet, no matter how people warned 
and scolded—which they invariably 
did—I always felt the better and 
richer for liking human beings. 
Particularly if it was some human 
I shouldn’t like. Indeed, I could 
almost hear God say—though, nat- 
urally, in much more refined lon- 
guage—“Go to it, kid! Forget all 
this bitter, sour business of judging 
and suspecting and take a chance 
on the Other Fellow regardless of 
his record, as you’d wish to have 
him take a chance on you!” 

So you can imagine my delight 
when yesterday I came upon a 
quotation from Robert Louis Ste- 
venson which indorsed my repre- 
hensible notions. Naturally, I ad- 
mire anyone who agrees with me 
on any subject whatsoever. But 
that R. L. S. would back this par- 
ticular theory proved beyond all 
doubt, that he was an authentic 
genius. 

“Sympathy,” said he without any 

ahems or pish-tushes, “is a thing 
to be encouraged, apart from hu- 
mane consideration, because it sup- 
plies us with the materials for wis- 
dom. It is probably more instruc- 
tive to entertain a sneaking kind- 
ness for any unpopular person... 
than to give way to perfect rap- 
tures of moral indignation against 
his abstract vices.” 
“Now that, sez I, is Talking, 
Louie. That’s a creed for regular 
eggs. Goodness with gusto. You 
didn’t have to sympathize with a 
person—pity, love and give him a 
boost up in order to save your 
measley little soul. After all, may- 
be getting-your-soul-saved wasn’t 
nearly as important as you imag- 
ined. 

But just from purely selfish con- 
siderations . . * merely to add to 
your own strength and wisdom 
: there was no more profit- 
able exercise on earth than human 
friendliness. Putting yourself in 
the Other Fellow’s shoes—trying to 
ir -igine the loneliness and weak- 
ness, the terror and despair which 
drove him to do the things he had 
done—there was an adventure in 
spiritual enlightenment that beat 
a dozen college courses. 

For you couldn’t possibly sympa- 
thize with the Other Fellow with- 
out learning far more about him, 
and even more about yourself. As 
a spiritual purge and tonic, sym- 
pathy was a honey! 

And, by the same token, snooty 
indignation was a washout. wee 
appointed you to be a divine cop: 
Nobody. And where’d you get the 
dope to justify all your snooping 
and sneering, meddling and pun- 
ishing? Nowhere. You just took 
it upon yourself because you got a 
kick out of doing it. There’s noth- 
ing which so quickly inflates a 
weak, cowardly, mean little human 
being with a sense of courage and 
strength, as putting. the bee on 
some erring mortal. 

But it doesn’t, in the long run, 
pay. Even if the whole transac- 
tion is secret and no one sees you 
doing your Daily Kind Deed, it 
pays far better to be a Greeter 
than a Gloom. For there’s some- 
thing marvelous about Faith—some- 
thing that enriches and enlarges 
your own life as well as the Other 
Fellow’s if not more so. You simply 
can’t believe in the Other Fellow’s 
Better Self without feeling a new 
confidence in your own. You can’t 
bank on his courage and kindness 
and decency without feeling that 
you too are Pretty Hot Stuff. 

So—even as a purely selfish prop- 
osition, with no reference whatever 
to heavenly halos and harps or 
everlasting salvation—I earnestly 
recommend the practice of sympa- 
thy. It may at times be inconven- 
ient, embarrassing, expensive. But, 
boy, it puts a song in your heart 
that you thought you’d lost for 
keeps... 

. . and a wallop in your fist. 
Show me the money that can buy 
that for you!

freedom. 

Tea drinking is deemed so pro- 
English a gesture that only in the 
tourist hotels is it a simple matter 
to obtain it. Tearooms formerly 
designated “salon de the” in the 
French tradition, now not only sell 
chgcolate, tomato juice and coffee 
instead of tea, but their signs have 
been changed to “salone di te.” 
France, too, is frowned upon by 
Fascist sentiment.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27. 

HERE is an old French pro- 
T ver: “L’Appetit vient en man- 

geant.” I suppose the nearest 
English equivalent we have is: “The 
more you have, the more you want.” 

As we look over the world today, 
it seems to me as though human 
nature is living up to the proverb. 
The more we kill, the more casual 
we become about human life. The 
kind of detachment with which we 
read our papers, I believe, lies at 
the root of the continuance of 
many of the horrors of civilization. 

Planes flying over some place in 
Africa and killing many people seem 
to make no dent on our imagina- 
tion. That some men in a distant 
country assassinate certain officials 
of their government, reads to the 
majority of us like a fairy tale. 
That a group of gangsters in our 
own country commit some terrible 
crime, brings a little more interest 
but not enough to galvanize us into 
action. 

I suppose this apathy comes 
partly from the fact that we always 
feel that these things will happen 
to the other fellow but not to us, 
and as individuals we feel that our 
action, or inaction, will produce 
about the same result—nobody in 


authority will pay any attention to 
what we think. 

Until we free ourselves of this in- 
feriority complex, which is nothing 
more than a comfortable alibi to 
sidestep responsibility, I do not see 
much chance of improving condi- 
tions either at home or abroad. And 
yet, the most powerful weapon we 
have at our command today is pub- 
lic opinion. Statesman quail be- 
fore it and it could move moun- 


tains.

Breton Pot Soup 

One cabbage 

Six medium potatoes 

One pound of bacon (whole) 

Salt and pepper 

Cut the cabbage in eight pieces, 
put it with the bacon (whole) and 
the potatoes cut in half in a pan 
of boiling salted water. Add a lit- 
tle pepper and cook over a slow fire 
one and one-half hours. Before 
serving, cut the bacon in small 
pieces. (Serves six.) 


Fried Smelts 

Two pounds of smelits 

Two eggs 

Bread crumbs 

Lard or shortening 

Melt a good amount of lard or 
shortening in a deep frying pan. 
Heat and when very hot drop into 
it the smelts which have been 
dipped in the beaten eggs and rolled 
in the bread crumbs. Fry golden 
brown about six at a time and keep 
hot while draining on paper. Serve 
with slices of lemon. (Serves six.) 


Bouillie 

Six C of sweet milk 

Eight T flour 

Heat five C of the milk in a heavy 
and deep aluminum pan. Dilute the 
flour with the remaining cup of 
cold milk, stirring to obtain a 
smooth paste. When the milk boils, 
add the paste to it, stirring vigor- 
ously with a wire beater to pre- 
vent lumps. When the mixture be- 
gins to thicken, Jower the fire and 
simmer 45 minutes, stirring all the 
time with a wooden spoon. 

Serve hot with granulated sugar 
sprinkled on the top of each plate 
and a lump of butter. (Serves six.)

HATEVER reason the church 
W had for introducing a fast, and 
especially a season of fasting, 
there is no question that it is a 
good psychological procedure at this 
emcee time of year. For 
oe im = most people! Like 
.} all other blanket 
advice, it is usu- 
ally taken by the 
wrong people—the 
thin and under- 
| weight who don't 
i like to eat anyway, 
while the fellow 
who needs to fast 
keeps on stuffing 
himself. 

Just now, at the 
end of our long 
period of winter 
eet: hibernation, when 

. we have sat around 
Dr. Clendening inside and eaten 
all the delicacies from every corner 
of the earth, a little fast won’t do 
us any harm in preparation for the 
spring season of activity. Sometimes 
a day of complete fast is easier to 
take than a partial reduction diet 
which simply teases and annoys the 
hungry victim. 

A great deal of important scien- 
tific data has been accumulated by 
the study of fasting individuals. 
Succi, the professional faster, after 
fasting for 30 days, was still excret- 
ing 33 grams of protein every day, 
which was about the same amount 
that he excreted when he had been 
fasting 15 days. Nearly all fasters 
proclaim the fact that they feel bet- 
ter at the end of the fast, but this 
again depends on the type of person 
involved. 

Upton Sinclair, who used to ad- 
vocate fasting as a way of . life, 
wrote of “an anemic school teach- 
er, threatened with consumption 
and a victim of continual colds and 
headache, miserable and beaten, 
with an exophthalmic goiter. She 
fasted eight days and achieved a 
_ perfect cure.” That is a little hard 
to believe, and certainly that is not 
the type of person that should be 
recommended for a fasting cure.

Breakfast—Apple or pear, or 
sliced peaches; cup of coffee with- 
out cream or sugar.

M. C.: “I have been advised to 
use a mixture cf soda and salt as 
a tooth powder to combat a soft- 
ness of the gums. In your opinion, 
is this treatment to be recommend- 
ed? What would be the effects of 
swallowing .this -solution over a 
protracted length of time? Would 
it have either a good or bad effect 
on the stomach? 

Answer: I believe this is a very 
good mixture for a tooth powder 
and would have a good effect on 
the gums. The effects of swallow- 
ing any amount of this would not 
be harmful. Its effect on the stom- 
ach ‘would be rather to neutralize 
acid than otherwise. The addition 
of a small amount of magnesium 
oxide would increase the alkalinity 
of the mixture, and the swallowing 
of magnesium oxide would not have 
any bad effect on the stomach. In 
fact, soda and magnesium oxide 
are the components of most tab- 
lets which are recommended to be 
taken by mouth to combat acidity

When*t he made his Divinity 
School Address, the critics threw 
brickbats at him. “I shall go on 
just as before, seeing whatever I 
can, and telling what I see,” he 
wrote. What can you do with such 
a man? 

Nothing could move him from his 
path. He did not care for money 
beyond a “decent indigence,” as he 
called it. He was not interested in 
keeping up with the Joneses. He 
cared only to be true to himself. 

“If a single man plant himself 
indomitably on his instincts, and 
there abide, the huge world will 
come round to him.” He practiced 
what he preached, and today his 
name shines like a star in the sky.
